T iie C h r i s t i a n E r a . — P rofessor Sa ttle r 
of M unich, claim s th e d istin ctio n of hav­ 
ing solved th e problem as to th e year in 
w hich C h rist w as born,, and cf having 
dem onstrated th e fact th a t th e cu rre n t 
year is probably 1888 instead of 1883. 
H e bases his proofs m ainly on th re e coins 
w hich w ere stru ck in th e reign of H erod 
A ntipas, sou of H erod th e G reat, and 
w hich date, consequently, from th e first 
half of tho first cen tu ry to th e cu rre n t 
era. 
M adden adm its th e genuineness of 
these coins, and o th er num ism atic w riters 
do tb e sam e. 
T he evidence th ey offer is 
said to coincide w ith tb e n arra tiv e of th e 
G ospels and 
w ith astronom ical calcula­ 
tions. 
T he follow ing are th e results at 
w hich Professor S a ttle r has arrived : Jesus 
was born on th e 25th of D ecem ber, 749 
y e a n a fter th e fouudiBg of Rom e, aud 
com m enced bis p ublic career on th e 17th 
of N ovem ber, 7S0 years after th e found­ 
ing of Rom e. 
H e was then thirty >ears, 
ten m onths and tw enty-tw o days old. The 
date on which he commenced his career 
fell in the fifteenth year of the Emperor 
Tiberius, and in the forty-sixth year after 
th e building of H erod’s Tem ple. 
This is 
in accordance w ith St. Luke iii. 1, and St. 
John ii. 20. 
Jesus died on the 7th of 
April, 
7S3 of the Roman era, that is to 
Bay on the Friday before the Passover ; for 
it has been ascertained by exact calculation 
that Passover on that year fell on the 7th 
of April, 783 ; and as the latter year was 
the Jewish leap-year, and consisted, accord­ 
ingly, of thirteen m onths, his public career 
lasted tw o years and seven m onths. 
Ac­ 
cording to Professor Sattler, the Christian 
reckoning is at fault by five years, and we 
are now, therefore, in 1S88, and not in 
1S83.

T ak e from 
it its pills and potions, an d for them you 
tak e aw ay its w hole a r t and m ystery. 
T hey do n o t believe in a schem e of tre a t­ 
m ent, how ever deep-laid an d skillful, w hich 
does n ot include a certain etatu to ry dosage. 
So th a t, as a rale, m edical m en are p racti­ 
cally com pelled to give th e ir p atien ts a vis­ 
ible o b ject of faith in som e form of physic, 
w hich m ay be a t m ost designed to effect 
som e very su b o rd in ate purpose. 
A nd it 
is rem arkable bow stro n g ly even am ong th e 
educated classes th is feeling prevails. C ure 
by th e ad m in istratio n of m ixtures and 
boluses is so fixed and an cien t a trad itio n 
th a t it is only very slow ly th a t th e w orld 
w ill give it up. 
T he an x iety of th e friends 
of «the p atien t w an ts to do m ore th an fol­ 
low tbo Bimple directions of 
“ n u rsin g ,” 
W’bich have been so carefu lly inculcated 
and possess ap p aren tly so little rem edial 
pow er. 
T here is n o thing of th e u n know n 
ab o u t them in w hich a flu tterin g hope of 
g reat advantage can nestle. 
T hus it is 


in m edicine ap a rt from d ru g s, w hich finds 
its pow er of curing in ad ap tatio n s of th e 
com m on conditions of life and applications 
of physiological facts—a m edicine w hich 
tak es in to its hands th e w hole life, and o r­ 
d ers and fashions its ev ery d etail w ith sc i­ 
entific definiteness. 
I t is found in every 
d ay p ractice th a t th e p opular m isunder­ 
stan d in g of th e m odern sp irit of m edicine 
co n stan tly checks th e little te n ta tiv e a d ­ 
vances of a m ere scientific treatm en t, and 
it is necessary th a t it sh o u ld be generally 
u nderstood how 
pow erfully th e various 
processes of tb e econom y m ay be affected 
by th e m anipulation of th e conditions of 
com m on life.— [D r. C rofts, in B ritish Q u ar­ 
terly Review .

SWiDEN AND SWEDES. 


INTERESTING LETTER FROM A "EECORD- 
UNION' CORRESPONDENT. 


Description of tiie C ountry—Its Produc­ 
tions — Ke lgloa — Schools — Lax Mor­ 
als of the Psople—Industrias—Etfl. 


G o t h e n b u r g (Sweden), July 21, 1883, 
Sweden has of lato years ueen attracting 
some attention on the part of those Amer­ 
icana who visit Europe for health or pleas­ 
ure. 
Even some prominent Californians, 
among whom I might mention Charles 
Crocker and J. W. Mackay, have deemed 
it fit to deviate from the beaten track of 
European tourists, and spend a few weeks 
in this northern land. 
Tat re are some 
well-known Californians here even at the 
present time, as for instance Horace J. 
Smith, of Santa Barbara, and Charles A. 
Sumner, M. C., of San Francisco. As this 
country is seldom mentioned in the Amer­ 
ican newspapers, and rarely ever in any 
of 
the Associated Press dispatches, it 
might not be amiss to give a few sketches 
which would tend to make your readers 
more familiar with a people from among 
whose ranks our own in America arc being 
so strongly augmented. 
Sweden forms the 
eastern part of the Scandinavian peninsula, 
and is divided from Norway through that 
ragged mountain chain known as Kolen 
(the keel). 
It extends from 55° 20' to the 
very' considerable northern latitude of 69“ 
4 , and contains an nrea of 108,042 square 
miles. 
Fully one-tenth of this area is 
taken np by 
BEAUTIFUL SHEETS OF WATER, 
Amongwhich Likes Venern, Vettern, Mal- 
aren and Hjeimaren are the largest. 
The 
character I iho country is generally that 
of a low plateau, as only one-third of its 
area reaches an altitude of 300 feet, while 
less than one-twelfth attains a bight of 
2.000 feet. 
The principal formation con­ 
sists cf metimorphic or stratified primary 
rocks, s td Nature has supplied her moun­ 
tains with immense quantities of iron and 
copper ores. 
Silver, lead, sulphur and 
zinc is also found, but the mining indus­ 
tries are almost exclusively confined to the 
first-named metals. 
Although the tillable 
area of the country is comparatively small, 
it would b9 a mistake to suppose that agri­ 
culture is n e,:; acted, or that S.veden is a 
sort of a wilderness where but few pro­ 
ductions of the vegetable kingdom thrive 
and exist. 
Such is not the case, for even 
in those sections wher3 the metamorphic 
bed-rock is generally exposed m iy be found 
evidences of do inconsiderable vegetation, 
and such parts of (he country which re3t 
on later geological formations are capable 
of comparison with uiaDy of the mn-t fer­ 
tile countries of Europe. 
This is es­ 
pecially true as regards the extensive plains 
of Skane and the islands of Gotland and 
Olaiu), where the underlying formation 
dates back to the rilarían period. 
Even 
THE HIGHER MOUNTAINS 
Are, as in California, covered with a thin 
layer ot sand or sandy loam, which sup­ 
ports extensive forests. 
The trees are 
not large when compared tu our sequoias 
and the redwoods along Russian river, 
but! suffice to fill that emptiness which 
in their aba ¿nee would arise. 
I t must 
also be admitted that the climate of 
Sweden, although cold and severe in win­ 
ter, is not only healthy, but at the same 
time more tempered than at the same 
high latitude in any other country. 
A 
Swedish landscape, clad in its midsum­ 
mer dress and encircled with its tree- 
covered mountains and variegated meadows, 
forms a picture which even a strsoger from 
more favored regions cannot cease to ad­ 
mire. 
The principal characteristic in all 
these lovely sceneries is formed by the 
innumerable mirrors reflecting placid lakes, 
rapid streams, and here and there a ma­ 
jestic cataract, for Sweden is decidedly a 
country of inland waters, although it is 
Finland that has been given the poetic 
title of “ the laud of a thousand lakes.” 
Nearly all the principal rivers empty into 
the Gulf of 
Bothnia, while some take 
their course to the already mentioned in­ 
land seas. 
Gota-clf, one of the widest 
rivers in the country, carries the waters 
of Lake Veceru and its connecting system 
of minor lakes to Kattegat. 
It is in this 
r.ver that the 
FAMOUS FALLS OF TROLLHATTAN 
Arc situated. 
They are four in number, 
extending for a distance of one kilometer, 
with a total fall of over thirty-two meters. 
Thousands of strangers visit this place 
every summer, and many foreigners come 
to Sweden for the tole purpose of seeing 
Trcllhattan. 
In the frits themselves there 
can be no innovation, for thoy are already 
described in tho ancient sagas, which tell 
how Starkoddcr and Hergrim fought for 
the beautiful Ogn AlfafoBtre on the pre­ 
cipitous rocks which overhang this gigantic 
chasm, but the more practically inclined 
American of our day finds side by side of 
a majestic nature new evidences of wbat 
human skill and ingenuity can accomplish 
for the purpose of making highways for 
commerce. 
On the cast sido of these tur­ 
bulent waters, whose combined force is 
estimated at 225,000 horae-powers, and 
blasted through solid rock, is a canal with 
eleven lockB, by means of which vessels 
coming from Gothenburg are raised to the 
level of the inland lakes above. 
A vessel 
going as far S3 Stockholm has to pass 
through several cauals with a total number 
of seventy-four locks, and many travelers 
avail themselves of this picturesque route 
in their rambles through the interior. 
THE POPULATION OF SWEDEN 
Is at present a little over 4.500,000, as 
against 3,500,000 in 1S50, and le3s than 
2.500.000 in 1S00. 
And strange as it may 
seem in the face of the heavy emigration 
for which last year was noted, there was 
even then an actual increase in the popu­ 
lation of 15 per cent. 
A very small pro­ 
portion, or only 690,000 in all, five in the 
tov nsaud cities, of which S:ockholm,with 
170,000, is the largest, while Gothenburg, 
with 80,000, comes second, and Malmo, 
with 40,000, third. 
The people are mainly 
descendants from the same race, and with 
the exception of about 16 000 Finns, 6,000 
nomadic Lap6 and 1,500 Jews, there are 
but few permanent residents of other ex­ 
tractions. 
Tne established religion is the 
E vangelical Lutheran, bat there is complete 
religious tolerance for all other sects ex­ 
cept the Mormons, whose teachers find no 
favor with the governing authorities. 
In 
an educational point of view, Sweden oc­ 
cupies a pre-eminently high position, and I 
sincerely doubt if aDy country can show 
less ignorance, superstition and crime— 
which all go hand in hand—among the 
mas-es of the people. 
The higher branches 
of science and literature are taught at the 
celebrated Universities of Upsala (estab­ 
lished 1477) and Lund (1666), whence have 
come a number of men of more than na­ 
tional fame. 
The former, with a corps cf 
110 Professors and 1,500 students, has a 
library of over 200,000 volumes and 70,000 
manuscripts. 


THE FREE PUBLIC SCHOOL SYSTEM 
Is as perfect as experience and a liberal 
expenditure can make it, but with all this 
the Swedish people have one blemish on 
their character which it seems extended 
edncationai facilities has not succeeded in 
diminishing. 
I refer to the lax morals and 
astonishing amonnt of licentiousness exist­ 
ing among the lower or working classes, 
but by no means confined to them alone. 
This is especially trae aB regards those who 
live in the larger towns, and Stockholm 
bears the unenviable distinction of being 
the most lustful city in Europe. 
Figures, 
it ie said, speak plainer than words, and I 
very much regret that I did not copy the 
statistics which I recently saw published 
concerning births and deaths during 1882 ; 
but the main points in that table which 
attracted my attention, and coming from 
official sources may be accepted as facts, 
were that almost one-half the number of 
children bom in Stockholm are illegiti­ 
mate, and taking the country at large their 
number is reduced to about 12 per cent. 
From this showing the 
MORAL CONDITION OF THE PEOPLE 
May be better imagined than described. 
A fruitful source of this national evil may, 
I think, well be looked for in the pre­ 


vailing custom of employing girls in all 
kinds of restaurants, cafes and bar-rooms, 
where but little restraint is kept on their 
conduct or on th at of the patrons of the 
places. 
Theee giria come in drily contact 
with “ all manners of people,” and make 
many acquaintances, but seldom marry. 
No restaurateur or saloon-keeper cares to 
employ a married woman while there is a 
superabundance of yonng girls to be had, 
so she not only would lose her position, 
but be compelled to assume responsibili­ 
ties altogether at vaiiar.ee with her former 
independent l.fa and f-ivo’oas nature, 
I 
cannot help to believe that the system of 
substituting girls for men and boys, par­ 
ticularly in public houses, has a teadeDcy 
to impair their moral cbarrcter, be they 
ever so pure. 
GENERAL PURSUITS. 
Agriculture undoubtedly occupies the 
first rank among the industries of the 
country, and has been receiving especial 
attention during late years. Fertilizers are 
generally employed, and a thorough system 
of drainage has been introduced in the 
lower provÍDcee, where also improved im­ 
plements and machinery have eupplanted 
those of a more primitive date. 
The tim- 
her culture of the country is still extensive, 
in spite of the outrageous devastation of 
the finer forests, which au unwiie law has 
made possible. 
Of the other chief indus­ 
tries mining must be regarded as next in 
importance. 
The Swedish iron is known 
the world over. 
I have no statistics at 
hand to Bhow the amount produced annu­ 
ally, but if my recollection serves me right 
it does not quite reach one million tons. 
Of copper there is extracted from the 
mines at Falun and Atvidaberg about one 
thousand tons annually, while the produc­ 
tion of silver in 1879 was only 3,1S8 
pounds. 
IN THE LINE OK MANUFACTURES 
There appears t« be a steadily increasing 
activity, and for the sake of showing to 
what cxttut it may be successfully car­ 
ried in a country where labor Í3 cheap, I 
need only mention the match factory at 
Jonkoping, which, during 1881, turned 
out matches to the value of 3,000,000 
crowns. 
Considering the cheapness cf that 
article, it must be admitted that it is 
mannfactured on a mo-.t gigantic scale. 
Yet the balance of trade is largely against 
Sweden, and 
ilurina the same 
year 
amounted to 42,000,000 crowns. 
As re­ 
gards artificial inland 
Communications, 
Sweden bar. a number of canals, wilh a 
combined length of 720 kilometers, Gov­ 
ernment ra'lroads <x ■•niing over a dis­ 
tance of 2,216 kilometers, 
aud private 
railroads 
for nearly 4 000 kilometers. 
From the Government railroads completed 
up to 18S0 there was a net income, of 4,400,­ 
917 crowns, or a traction of 2A per cent, 
on the capital iuvesltd. 
In 1S73 this in­ 
come amour i .;d to 4 83 per cent, 
Some of 
the private roads do cot even pay operating 
expense?, and nearly all of them are open 
to purchase by the Government, or anyone 
who may see tit to invest. 
In my next 
I shall endeavor to give a brief account of 
the present form ot government in this 
much-eulociz d liberal monarchy.

Tuft it with white Saxony yarn, 
with a thread of yellow worsted in the 
center.

One of the eimpleat and best ways by 
which light-colored kid gloves can be 
cLaned is th is: Put the gloves on your 
hands, take an old and very soft linen 
handkerchief, wot it in aweet milk, and 
rub it on a piece of white soap—castile or 
any toilet soap will answer the purpose- 
then apply to the soiled parts of the glove; 
do this until the spots disappear; tnen wet 
the entire glove, and pull it and stretch 
and rub until it is dry. 
If you are faithful 
it will not dry in wrinkles. 
One word of 
caution should be added to the above: 
Lavender-colored kid gloves cannot be 
cleaned in this way, as they will fade and 
look spotted. 
To make pressed veal, boil a beef tongue 
the day before it is to be used, and a like 
quantity of lean veal. 
Chop very fine, 
beason the tongue with pepper, powdered 
aweet herbs, a teaspoonful of mustard, a 
little nntmeg and cloves, a pinch of each ; 
season the veal in like manner, with the 
addition of salt. 
Pack in alternate spoon­ 
fuls as irregularly as possible, in cups, 
bowls or jars which have been well but­ 
tered. 
Press very hard as you go on, 
smooth the top, and cover with melted 
butter. 
When this cools, close the cans, 
and keep in a cool, dry place. 
Turn oat 
whole, or cut in slices for tea. 
It is a 
pretty and savory relish, garnished with 
parsley or the blauched tops of celery.

TRAVELS Iff GERMANY. 


INCIDENTS AND EVENTS WHICH SHAPED 
THE DESTINY OF NATIONS. 


City of Eresden—Its lan g u ag e and Women 
—Places cf In terest—Visit to Leip- 
sic—Its Conservatory—Etc 


[For the Rscord-Usiox by Prof. E. Kemen.J 
My last letter was principally in refer­ 
ence to Vienna and its attractions. 
Before 
leaving Austria it will not be out cf place 
to say that the house of Haspburg is the 
oldest and wag once the mightiest reigning 
house in Europe ; and the history of the 
Austrian empire is the roost eventful and 
variable of Europsan countries. 
Its posi­ 
tion aud composition has been the cause of 
its eventful destiny. 
Lying in the center 
of Europe, hemmed in between opposed 
and hostile races, and composed of dissim- 
ular elements, Austria has at different 
times encroached npou all its neighbors 
and been itself their 
stumbling block. 
Successively it stretched its arms over 
Germany, the Netherlands and part of 
Italy, but was finally driven out of those 
countries. 
Of recent acquisitions it holds 
part of the former Kingdom of Poland 
and some States of Turkey. 
There is 
something interesting and significant in 
THE DESTINY OF NATIONS, 
And the changes and events which take 
place are often traceable to the personal 
feelings of their rulers or ruling spirits. 
Had Marie Antoinette, the decapitated 
Queen of France, not been an Austrian 
rrincess, the bloody wars of the First N a­ 
poleon would probably never have oc­ 
curred, for this was an incitement to the 
leading part which Austria took in the first 
wars against the French Republic, whose 
chief General Napoleon soon became. Had 
these wars not taken place Austria would 
have kept her supremacv in Germany and 
her influence upon the Netherlands. Prus­ 
sia would not afterwards have gained 
ground in Germany, the coalition against 
France could not have existed, and there 
would have been neither a rise nor (a) fall 
of the first French Empire. Had Napoleon 
III. not retaliated later by assisting the 
little Kingdom of Piedmont (Sardinia) 
against Austria, the latter would have kept 
her possessions in Italy, the King of N a­ 
ples and other Italian sovereigns 


WOULD HAVE KEl’T THEIR CROWNS, 
And Italy would not have become an ally 
of Prussia in her last war with Austria, 
which caused the expulsion of the latter 
from Germany, and Pruasia coukl not have 
gained the upper hand in that country, 
declared war against France, and, bringing 
all Germany against her, caused the down­ 
fall of the second empire. The part which 
England and Russia played in the wars of 
the first empire may be considered acci­ 
dental in as far as it was a cons qnence of 
Napoleon I.’s ambition and a check to his 
thirst of conquest. 
Had Austria not been 
the primary cause of these wars they would 
in all probability never have taken place. 
Thus a chain of events may have a remote 
but simple cause of origin. 
Returning 
into Germany we visited 


DRESDEN, THE CAPITAL OF SAXONY. 
That kingdom is more noteworthy for its 
manufacturing industries than for agricult­ 
ure or commerce. 
A great portion is hilly 
and covered with forests. 
The low-lands 
are mainly used for greziDg purposes. 
It 
has a number of mines and various smelt­ 
ing works. 
As products of its industry 
the linen, the porcelain and damask may 
be cited as very fine. 
The people boast of 
two things—the purity of their language 
and the beauty of their women, but it is 
safe to consider both unqualified presump­ 
tions. 
Their pronunciation is not purer 
than that of many other districts, and 
as for the beauty of their women—although 
there is an old saying in Germany that the 
beautiful girls grow on the trees in Six- 
ony—I have not been able to discover any 
particular charms of the sex in that coun­ 
try. 
Dresden lies on both sides of the 
river Elbe, and is, with regard to its sur­ 
roundings, wide and clean streets and pub­ 
lic edifices, one of the prettiest cities in 
Germany. 
AMONG THE REMARKABLE PLACES 
And buildings are the Biuhl’s terrace ; tho 
Zwinger, with a monument of King Fred­ 
eric A ugust; the Marktplatz, with that of 
King August II.; the Bruhl’a palace aud 
picture gallery ; the Japanese palace, with 
its library, its gallery of antiquities and 
collection of Chinese and Japanese porce­ 
lain ; the Prince’s palace, with a collection 
of pictures of the royal families of Saxony 
and Bavaria, a collection of engravings and 
a library ; the royal residence in the Alt- 
stadt. 
The so-called green-vault, with the 
crown jewels, offers a dazzling appearance 
on account of its immense treasure. 
The 
principal theater is a fine structure and en­ 
joys a good reputation for its dramatic per­ 
formances. 
Operas are generally given. 
Dresden is certainly one of the most fa­ 
vored cities in art treasures, especially 
paintings, and rivals with Munich in that 
respect. 
There has always been a large 
colony of Americans in Dresden, probably 
owing to its healthy location, pleasant and 
cheap living and good schools. 
CITY OF LEIPSIC, 
Our next visiting place was Leipsic, the 
commercial metropolis of central Germany. 
On our way we stopped at Sachsen-Aiten- 
burg, a duchy about the size of Sacramento 
county. 
Icb capital boasts of an old du^al 
palace. 
In thiB place we observed some­ 
thing in the way of dresa of the country 
people worth mentioning. 
Some of the 
peasants wear what must be called a non­ 
descript dress, for a name can hardly be 
given to it. 
Both men and women wear it 
with so little difference in shape or form 
that it is difficult to distinguish the sexes 
at first appearance. 
It is a wide garment 
reaching down to the knees, and which 
seems to be made of one piece. 
It par­ 
takes neither of the masculine nor femin­ 
ine apparel; it is neither coat, pants nor 
vest, nor dress or petticoat. 
IVhat name 
these good people give it I am unable to 
say. 
Leipsic lies in a fertile plain at the 
confluence of three rivers, and is 
A LIVELY BUSINESS PLACE. 
Some of the streets are narrow and irregu­ 
larly built, while others are wide and hand­ 
some. 
The interior city is surrounded by 
fine walks which separate it from the su- 
bnrbs. 
A number of public squares and 
monuments in hgpcr of Hiller, Bach, Gel- 
lert and Hahnmann embellish the city. 
Its importance is not only due to its com­ 
merce, but it is also a hearth of the arts 
and sciences. 
The university, founded in 
1409, occupies Beveral fine buildings, and is 
richly endowed. 
The conservatory of mu­ 
sic, us is well-known, enjoys a high repu­ 
tation. Leipsic monopolizes the publishing 
trade in Germany. 
Several hundred book 
and mus: '1 publishing firms, and many 
printing ec lblishments, do business there. 
Three annual fairs, which have bsea kept 
up for over six hundred years, attract peo­ 
ple from all parts of the world. 
They are 
strictly business arrangements and congre­ 
gations, rather than gatherings for recrea­ 
tion, and last from five to six weeks. Dur­ 
ing fair time it is interesting to observe 
THE MANNERS AND DRESS 
Of the thousands of visitors from abroad. 
Besides the representatives of the different 
German States, the Hungarian in his pict- 
nral dress, the Polish Jew, the Bohemian, 
the Russian, the Swede, the Italian, the 
Frenchman, the Englishman, the Ameri­ 
can, the Turk and the Persian joetle one 
another in the etreete. 
Among them all 
the sons of Isarael, with their clearly de­ 
fined typical features, are the most con­ 
spicuous. 
At such times the town resem­ 
bles a perfect Bsbel with regard to the 
number of languages spoken. 
In history 
Leipsic is known for the great battle 
against Napoleon I., which the latter lost; 
a monument commemorative of that event 
has been erected in the Marienstrasse. 
There are some fine hotels in Leipsic, and 
the prices charged remind one that he is 
approaching the north ; for rates of living 
are considerably higher in tbe north than 
in the sonth. 
Speaking of hotels a few 
words mast be said about these generally 
to be found in Germany. 


FIRST CLASS HOTELS, 
W ithout having that showy external ap­ 
pearance or the sumptuous interior ar­ 
rangements of many American hotels, are, 
nevertheless, more comfortable in many 
respects. 
Especially is this the case with 
the table and the service. 
Perfection is 
sought in cooking, and to make dinner as 
attractive as subservient to a good diges­ 
tion—and not a mere feeding,only to satisfy 
the needs of nature—“ Table d’Hotes” are 
in fashion. 
These table d’hetes have 
something sociable and even festive in their 
nature, which certainly provokes good hu­ 
mor and drives away care. 
Punctually at 
a certain hour the guests assemble at a com­ 
mon table, family fashion, and either tbe 
host or a favorite boarder presides. 
This 
person’s chief aim is to enliven and stimu­ 
late a general conversation, in which most 
of the guests take part, thus making time 
between dishes pass 
away 
pleasantly. 
Those accustomed to 
TABLE d’h o te LIKE 
Can best appreciate the enjoyments of such 
dinners, where ease, polite attention and 
an agreeable conversation prevail instead 
of rapidly devouring one's food in silence 
and alone, merely to qniet the cravings of 
hunger. 
It requires little knowledge of 
hygiene to understand tho different effect 
upon digestion the latter mode of eating 
must have. 
Dishes are brought in sepa­ 
rately, that is, large plates, containing a 
dish sufficient for a number of persons, are 
passed round from guest to-guest by the 
waiters. 
A guest partakes of a dish or le- 
fuses, and waits until a new one comes 
round. 
He may have to wait somewhat, 
but tho animated conversation which is 
carried on makes him overlook this incon­ 
venience. 
In Germany, and, in fact, all 
over Europe, the American maxim, "Tim e 
Is money,” is not so much adhered to, and 
THERE IS NO FEVERISH HASTE 
To acquire that “ desirable” material at 
the expense of personal enjoyment. 
The 
common sayiDg “ that wc eat to live” 
might as justly be inverted, for, after all, 
what is our striving after riches for ? To 
enjoy life. 
It is very well to descant upon 
the higher aspirations and destiny of man, 
but the attainment of these same objects 
is certainly not promoted by an unsatistied, 
rebellious aud dyspeptic stomach. 
Trav­ 
elers, cot accustomed to continental life in 
Europe, generally complain of the extra 
charges in most hotels and consider them 
extortionate, which, in a manner, is true. 
Thus, for instance, looking over your bill 
you are astonished to find an item for 
light, another for fire and still another for 
services, and when, after having settled and 
HEAVING A SIGH OF RELIEF, 
Yen depart, a trail of waiters, from the 
head-waiter down to the porter, accompany 
you with many bows to the door, aud 
each of them expects a parting docation. 
Should you fail io distribute any gratifica­ 
tion you are considered an ill mannered 
rustic. 
The serviceable spirits in Ger­ 
many claim their “ triukgeld” as obsti­ 
nately as their French colleagues their 
“ pourboire.” 
This is an old and deep- 
rooted custom aud certainly rtprehensi- 
blo ; but the expectation cf • this very 
trinkgeld procures to the traveler great at­ 
tention duriDg his stay. As a rule, prompt 
attention and politeness may be expected 
in most hotels on the continent, and what 
is said about charging fur fire and light re­ 
fers only to the room occupied.

They

knick-knacks, is a cluster of strawberries 
stamped in relief upon cream-white velvet 
or undressed kid, and then either hand- 
painted or covered with silk chenille work. 
The effect is very charming. 
Mountain 
dreescs, 
says an 
Eastern 
writer, are made of light-weight flannel, 
with close, untrimmed jersey bodice, to 
which is plaited a Bhort skirt devoid of 
drapery : the only attem pt at adornment 
being a facing underneath the plaiting 
around tho hips, which is usually of cardi­ 
nal serge. 
Nun’s gray and royal blue are 
the colors oftenest chosen for the dress. 
Pretty Marguerite corsages for young 
girls are made of royal blue, laurel green, 
or ruby plush, pink, mauve, or palc-biue 
velvet, to be worn over airv skirts of tulle 
veiling or embroidered muslin. 
In front 
they open broadly over a dainty lacs chem- 
isatte Russe. 
The very short sleeves are 
edged with frills of lace, and frequently 
the edges are cut in blocks, with lace shell 
plaitings set underneath. 
Several French women of fashion man­ 
ifest a very decided taste for simply made 
evening gowns of thick white colored silk, 
merely decorated with some good lace of 
white passementerie. 
Many of the newest 
Pompadour silks have white 
grounds. 
Arab, Persian and Tanisian muslins worked 
with corded silks and gold are in high favor 
to drape over white silk gnwns. 
When 
color is preferred to white the tints chosen 
for the last entertainments of the Paris 
season were for the most part aurora pink. 
Account is given of a toilet worn at a 
hospital ball by a handsome Corsican lady 
with dark bair and eyes. It was composed 
of orange-colored satin and black Span­ 
ish lace. 
The left shoulder was quite 
uncovered, 
save 
that 
a 
narrow 
lace 
scarf was laid across it. 
The scarf was 
confined on the right side of the waist by 
a real mandarin orange and a knot of dia­ 
monds, and tbe dress was looped np in all 
directions by orange feathers and real fruit, 
a small branch of mandarins decorating 
the bodice.

In its simplest form it consists of two lit­ 
tle squares of iron wire-gauze, one placed 
vertically and the other leaning against it, 
the contact of the two being regulated by 
a spring. 
This simple device, iu connec­ 
tion with a battery and telephone receiver, 
is quite sufficient to act as a faithful mes­ 
senger between two distant speakers.

Display of B eauty and Taste a t Menlo 
P ark—The Triennial Conclave 
r i Fine Portrait. 


S an F rancisco, August 15, 1883. 
Among themany illustrated magazines that 
run a year, and then die away, hopelessly 
in debt because too much money is spent 
on them before a slow, conservative public 
has discovered what a good thing is being 
issued to them, was one in which the en­ 
gravings were particularly satisfactory, 
partly because of fine artistic work, but 
more because the subjects of the plates 
brought before the eyes of people who, haply, 
might never see the originals, the existing 
glory and grandeur of the distant, civilizsd 
parts of the world. 
Among other things 
was a series called the “ Stately Homes of 
England,” each plate 
representing the 
castle, manor or hall which forms the 
principal country-seat of every distinguish­ 
ed English family. 
A br'ef explanatory 
note accompanied each, telling the extent 
and characteristics uf the estate. 
Such a 
series might be made of the 


COUNTRY HOMES IN CALIFORNIA, 
Which could well afford comparison with 
the better-known dwellings of the older 
country. 
But recently a gentleman who 
has traveled much, and is not altogether 
beyond the charge of Aoglo-msnia, so far 
forgot himself as to say of a California 
house, “ I have been iu many palaces and 
have never seen such magnificence.” Some 
of the finest as well as oldest of these homes 
are at Menlo Park, notably ons magnificent 
white palace whose many columns give it 
an air of lightness almost as if it sprung 
of its own will or under the wand of a ma­ 
gician, and held itself poised and glittering 
in all its beautiful resemblance to the sum­ 
mer palace of the Sultan on the Bosphorus. 
As the outside is purely white and elabo­ 
rate to suit the lawns and the snuefcine, the 
inside is richly dark and somber. 
Rich 
woods, bronzes and bangings arc every­ 
where, and curious tRbles and stands b;ar 
portfolios of well-selected engravings, quaint 
lamps and rare books. 
Two drawing­ 
rooms only are finished in pale tints. 
These, designed for evening reception- 
rooms, are seen to best advantage by gas­ 
light. 
The doors asd panels are of eatin- 
wocd—the upholstery almost too delicate 
of hue to be used. 
The mantel-pieces and 
cabinets are cf onyx, one of tho ceater- 
tables of Roman alabaster, and upon it a 
specimen of 
NEARLY EVERY COSTLY WARE 
The 
world’s factories produce, among 
others a vase of tho wonderful cameo glass, 
celebrated* in Ragland, but yet hardly 
known in this country. 
A white, opaque 
stratum of glass is moFed upon a colorad, 
translucent glass ; the two are fired to­ 
gether, and the article comes to the hands 
of the cutter, white, to all appearance. 
Tne pattern of a vine, fruit or flowers is 
then cut in relief, by hand, when the 
colored glass appears in tho interstices of 
the pattern, as the background appears in 
a stone cameo. 
The vases 1 saw were one 
red and one amber-oolored, the latter being 
the finer. 
The ware is very heavy, a vase 
not more than eighteen inches high weigh­ 
ing several pounds. 
The view from the 
tower is magnificent, the bay, the semi­ 
circle of hills on the horizon, the pinnacles 
on the roofs of neighboring estates, and not 
least, the fanciful patterns of the carpet- 
gardening which spreads over some of the 
lawns, and is only seen with the finest 
effect from such an elevation. 
Ou what is 
called the lower ranch 
AN ARTIFICIAL LAKE 
Is to be made; that is, the one already 
dimpling among the reod beds is to be en­ 
larged and fed by artesian wells. 
Space 
would fail to tell of the firm, elastic, well- 
kept roads, the stables and their satin- 
coated, highly bred inmates, the seemingly 
endless avenues, the bountiful orchards 
and luxuriant green-houses, the mile3 of 
level lawn, the hundreds of young ever­ 
greens planted everywhere that trees are 
lacking, the eplecdiri oakB, the fountains, 
the finely giaveled paths, the choice ap­ 
pointments of tho dwelling, that combine 
to make J. C. Flood’s Menlo Park estate a 
substantial monument of wealth djtected 
by taste. 
Such are the surroundings of dignified 
ease in the country. 
Iu tho city all is 
“ conclavity.” The strings of diminutive 
flags which crossed certain streets, vaguely 
reminiscent of the family washing, and 
threatened at one moment to be the only 
supplemental civic demonstration to the 
high official recognition 
THE TWENTY-SECOND CONCLAVE 
Has received, have been succeeded by 
more elaborate decorations. Several arcbes 
have been completed, and almost every 
large shop has hung out banners on its out­ 
ward wall, with evergreen wreaths and 
life-size 
colored 
pasteboard figures 
of 
Knights galore. 
One reckless dealer in 
precious metals had a whole arbor of smi- 
lax before his doorway, and the caudy 
men arrange Maltese crosses of chocolate 
creams on burnt almond backgrounds. 
It 
is all very pretty and gay ; it is fur a tri­ 
umphal procession, but a peaceful one. 
Nobody's elation is bought at the price of 
other bodies’ misery, and the many swords 
are bloodless—comfortable reflection ! 
So 
many marches are for death aud burial. 
Yesterday Grand Master Dean arrived 
from San Rafael with 125 Knights and 65 
ladies of the Boston Commandery. 
His 
rooms at the Palaoe were taken possession 
of early in the morning by the ladies of 
the Triennial Union, an organization whioh 
has existed since the Chicago Conclave in 
1S80, its members being the wives of Cali­ 
fornia Templars, for purposes of decora­ 
tion. 
There were 
banks of 
flowers 
and 
fragrant green upon the mantels 
and cabinets. 
A large "W elcom e” in 
red blossoms swung over the curtains of 
the bow-window, and 
elaborate flower 
pieces were in every available spot ; tbe 
handsomest ot these was a parallelogram 
thirty inches equare, of fine flowers, the 
TRIFLE 
PURPLE 
CROSS 
OF TOE GRAND 
MASTER, 
And the dates "1824" and “ 1SS3”—for 
yesterday chanced to be the birthday of 
Mr. Dean—and his initials, “ B. D.,” out­ 
lined in red, were brought out upon a white 
background. 
There was also a white and 
pink Japanese lily in the piece, from among 
whose petaU a little blonde headed bisque 
fignrine peeped out upon the proceedings. 
Busiest of the busy ladies was Mtb. J. W. 
Burnham, whose stately figure, soft accent 
and gentle, helpful hands aro always found 
where there is ta3tefal work to be done. 
She was “ Chairman” of the Executive 
Committee of the Ladies’ Triennial Union 
until the meeting became so largely at­ 
tended that it became necessary for George 
Bromley to assume the position. 
Of tbe 
160 ladies of the Union, 25 will be on duty 
as a Reception Committee every evening at 
the Pavilion, and a committee of 37 young 
ladies, called tho Boutonniere Committee, 
composed of the daughters of California 
Knights, will be in attendance to bestow a 
button-hole bouquet upon each stranger 
Knight.

IN TOE ART GALLERY, 
Where Wores’ “ Chinese Actor,” of which 
I wrote you a description, is now on exhi­ 
bition, Oscar Cunath has just entered a 
portrait of Mrs. Charlie Low, formerly of 
San Francisco, now of Philadelphia. 
It is 
a standing figure, life-size, and nearly full 
length, and has many beauties.

KNIGHTS TEMPLARS. 


Something of Ancient Masonry and Tem- 
plarism, 


The origin of Masonry is shrouded in 
the hazsand twilight of antiquity. Whether 
it originated in the mysteries of Isis and 
Osiris in Egypt, or of Eleusis in Greece, or 
had some relation with the sun and star 
mythology of Persia, as many think, or 
originated at the building of King Solo­ 
mon’s Temple, as our best Masonic archie- 
ologists believe, is a matter really of very 
little consequence. 
All admit that it is 
the most ancient fraternal Order in the 
world, the trunk-principle, the mighty 
tree, under whose boughs all other secret 
OrderB have sprouted and drawn their vi­ 
tality and inspiration. 
The early Masons 
were a peaceful class, fond of science and 
occult studies. 
Possessing considerable 
knowledge of the laws of proportion, har­ 
mony, symmetry and beauty, and bound 
together by 


MYSTIC W0RD3 AND .SIGNS, 
They went forth from some central school 
or Lodge to build the palaces of kings and 
the fanes of religion. 
Their Bymbols have 
been found under the obelisks at Alexan­ 
dria, on the ruins of Karen?, and their ca­ 
balistic marks may still be seen on the 
magnificent cathedrals, the spacious arches 
and pilasters of mediaeval Europe ! 
But no dark cloud of myth or tradition 
hangs around the origin of the Order of 
Knights Templars. We know its date, and 
the path it has come. 
It was the child of 
war, born Bword in haDd, and cradled on a 
shield. 
Its history begins with the era 
cades, those tornadoes of religious and mili­ 
tary enthusiasm which blew at intervals 
across Europe for three centuries. 
A t the 
breaking out of these wars, the sons 
of 
noblenieD, 
stimulated 
by 
piety’, 
love of glory or adventure, wild, restless 
spirits who loved martial sports and tho 
bustle and excitement of camp life, offered 
their eervices, and were taken into the pay 
of the great bsror.a and chieftains. 
The 
prowess, the daring and the renown of 
these valiant Knights have been 


CELEBRATED IN ROMANCE, 
Art, poetry and song. Among tho numer­ 
ous Orders that sprung from this form of 
knighthood, the Hospitalers and Templars 
are the beat known and the most distin- 
gaised. 
The Hospitalers and Brothers of 
St. John of Jerusalem, or Knights of 
Malta, as they were subsequently called, 
«■ere instituted in 1040 for the purpose of 
nursing the sick and wounded crusaders, 
and consoling the dying. 
It was the firet 
sanitary commission that ever followed in 
the burnt path of «’ar. After being driven 
out of the Holy Land they first occupied 
the Island of Rhodee, and then Malta, 
whence they were expelled by Napoleon 
Bonaparte, in 179S. 
The Order of Templars was founded in 
111S. 
Nine French gentlemen, pious and 
valiant knights, bound them Eeives uoder 
solemn vows of charity, poverty aud obe­ 
dience, and to employ their swords in de­ 
fense of poor pilgrims on their way to the 
Holy Sepulcher. 
Their rigid austerity, 
their valor and enthusiasm soen attracted 
the attention of their King, Baldwin II., 
who gave them an apartment in the palace, 
near the supposed site of King Solomon’s 
Temple. 
Hence they became known as 
K nights of the Temple or Templars. The 
rales of the Order were prepared by the 
Council of Troyes and ratified by the Pope. 
They were commanded to wear white 
mantles, in order to distinguish them from 
the Hospitalers. 
THE RED CROSS 
Was also prescribed by this Council as a 
badge of distinction, and was worn over 
the heart. 
For many years the Templars 
lived in great poverty, fed and clothed by 
charity, and giving ail they could spare to 
tbe poor pilgrims who had been spoiled by 
the enemy. 
So poor were they that two 
often rode the same horse, and a rough, 
cheap dagger «-as all they could afford as a 
ransom for a captured brother. Tney were 
very pious, in accordance with the gloomy 
aceticism of tbs day, that believed the 
devil was in everything bright, beautiful 
and enjoyable, and could only be driven 
out of human nature by a watery diet, 
horrid smells and bad air. 
The motto 
upon their banners, “ Not unto us, Oh 
Lord, not unto us, but to Thy name give 
the glory,” was no empty declaration of 
self-abnegation. 
They ate in silence. 
It 
was unbecoming a good Knight to indulge 
iu boasting or frivolous conversation. Tne 
Evil One was concealed in a laugh or joke, 
and to kiss even a mother or sister was 
considered as dangerous to the purity of 
the heart and desires as the touch of frost 
on flowers. 
BUT THIS RIGID, MONKISH AUSTERITY 
Did not last long. The Count Anjou made 
a pilgrimage to Jerusalem, and became so 
deeply impressed with the piety and valor 
of the Order that he joined i t ; and his 
example was soon followed by other pious 
and chivalrous princes. The Order rapidly 
became the moBt popular and powerful in 
Europe. 
The spoliation of the heathen, 
and the donations of kings and noblemen 
made it extremely rich; and the vow of 
poverty was forgotten. 
The Templar 
never lost his conrage, but the stout arm 
which had flashed the sword where the 
battle raged the fiercest against the Sara­ 
cen, in luxury and ease had lost its cun­ 
ning; and when the great Saladin mustered 
his hosts to recover Jerusalem, be won an 
easy victory at the battle of Hittin. When 
the Crusaders were finally driven out of 
Palestine, the Templars were tho last to 
yield. 
They threw themselves into tho 
strong fortress of St. Jean d’Acre, aud 
there 
FOUGHT TIIEIR LAST BATTLE 
For the possession of the Holy Sepulcher, 
only eight or ten escaping the terrible car­ 
nage. 
The shattered remains of the Order 
fled to Cyprus, and elect :d Jacques Da 
Molay Grand Master, aDd for a season 
prosperity smiled upon them, and they 
again became rich and powerful. 
But 
their wealth became an object of envy to 
Philip IV., KiDg of France, and he per­ 
suaded Pope Clement V., a servile minion 
he had elevated to the Papal See, to sup­ 
press them. 
They were accused of the 
abominable heresy of Ophic, Gnostic, and 
even Mohammedan practices; especially 
tbe worship of the Bapbomet, a human 
figure carved out of stone, with two heads, 
male and female, and entwined with ser­ 
pents and astrological devices. 
De Molay 
was euticed to Paris and treacherously 
Beized and burned alive. 
A large number 
of his followers suffered the same fate. 
Fifty-four Templars were 
BURNED IN PARIS 
The same day. 
W ith the death of Molay, 
it was supposed tho Order bad perished, 
but he, in anticipation of danger, had ap­ 
pointed John Mark Samienius his succes­ 
sor, and the chain of succession of Grand 
Masters from him has never been broken. 
The Encampment of Baldwin, establish­ 
ed at Bristol, by Richard I., on his return 
from the Holy Land, preserved the ancient 
costumes and ceremonies ; and this, in con­ 
nection with one at York, and another at 
Bath, constitute the original Encampments, 
from which all the British and American 
CommanderieB now in existence have de­ 
rived their authority. 
The Templars, broken up as a military 
order, no longer permitted to poise the 
lance or join tbe tourney, or hold public 
meetings, met in secret places, in caves 
and glens, and the somber depths of the 
forest, and agreed to make war upon vice 
in all its ngly shapes, using their ancient 
weapons of bloody strife as the symbols 
and emblems of a spiritual warfare.—[Oak­ 
land Tribune.

P r e s e r v in g M e a t.—Signor Paveai is 
credited with the discovery of a new 
method of preserving meat from putrefac­ 
tion, which, if as efficacious as stated, will 
be of immense value to society at large. 
The meat is simply immersed in a bath of 
water slightly acidnlated with nitro-muri- 
atic acid.” Thus treated, it will keep good 
for many months, and when required for 
use muat be dried at a temperature of sixty 
degrees Fahrenheit.

given to the meat by the acid, but this is 
readily removed by soaking in plain water

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THE BEGINNINGS OF TBE RAILROAD AND 
TELEG-APH. 


In the summer of 1S31 the great railway 
system of America was inaugurated by the 
completion and opening of two or three 
short roads—Charleston, New Orleans and 
Albany, each claiming to have been first in 
the field. 
The point of precedence, how­ 
ever, has been settled in favor of Albany, 
a portion of whose road was then opened, 
and the first steam-car placed upon the 
“ Mohawk and Hudson” track being pro­ 
pelled by a locomotive frcm the summit of 
tbe bill at Albany to the summit of the 
hill which descends into Schenectady. 
At 
either end of the route was a stationary 
engine, by means of which cars were drawn 
up and down the inclined plane. 
But even 
with these drawbacks, which show how 
much has been since done to perfect the 
system, an hour was gained upon the time 
required by stages between the two cities. 
The cars were extemporized by placing the 
body of the stage-coach then in nse on a 
simple four-wheeled platform car. 
It was 
my fortune, therefore, to witness the ad­ 
vent of the two great material forces which 
have contributed so largely to the develop­ 
ment and civilization of this continent. 
I 
witnessed in 1807, from an island in the 
Hudson river, as has been heretofore stated, 
the passage of the first vessel ever propelled 
by steam ; and I was a passenger, in 1831, 
in the first car propelled by steam in the 
State of New York. 
I was a witness also, 
at a later period, of Professor Morse’s first 
demonstration before Congress of the work­ 
ing of his telegraphic invention. 
A com­ 
munication was made for the wires through 
the wall which divided two committee- 
rooms, in each of which members of Con­ 
gress and invited guests were gathered. 
Prof. Morse was himself the operator, with 
an assistant in the opposite room to receive 
the mcesage. 
MemberB of Congress were 
requested to communicate with each other, 
thus preventing the possibility of collusion 
The experiment was a complete success, 
occasioning equal astonishment and gratiti- 
cation; and from the beginning the whole 
civilized world has been spanned with wires 
and cables, through which Egypt, India, 
Cnina and Japan are in daily and hourly 
communication with Europe and America.

Coleridge's hymn to Mount Blanc is not 
undeserved by that glorious peak of Eu­ 
rope ; but some yet unwritten and nobler 
hymn is deserved by Kinchinjunga. 
Dar­ 
jeeling is the Himalaya Chamonix. 
The 
overpowering fact here is, however, in that 
everything in the mountain scenery is on a 
grander tuan Alpine Ecale. 
From the ob ­ 
servatory hill in Darjeeling, where I am 
writing, more than twelve peaks can be 
counted which rise above 20,000 feet, and 
there are none below 15.000 in the line be­ 
tween earth and sky. ■ 
The snowy range stretches like an army 
of archangels from north to east around an 
eighth of horizon. 
. _ 
Too waterfalls call from the distant preci­ 
pices. 
The bees ham in the grass at my 
feet. 
The air is still, crystalline, holy. 
The shadows of the clouds chase each other 
over the seas of evergreen oaks, the giddy 
chasms, the stealthy glacierB, the everlast­ 
ing snowB. 
- 
The chief peculiarity of Darjeeling, the 
place from which I write, is that its depths 
are almost as impressive as its hights. The 
town of white bnngalowB is built on the 
crest of a wooded ridge, some three miles 
long and rnrronnded on the oast, north 
and south by gigantic ravines. 
As I look 
downward, the stupendous slopes, covered 
with tea plantations, pastures and forests, 
descend, in three directions, some 6,000 
feet in eleven miles. From the lowest point 
the eye can reach in the valley of the Rnn- 
jeet river, below me, to the crest of Kin- 
chiojuuga, the distance in a vertical line, is 
not leas than five miles. 
This scenery is probably numatched on 
the earth, though not on the moon, in which 
the telescopic mountains, thirteen miles 
high and rolled above our heads daily, are 
strangely unappreciated, and yet are not to 
ba forgotten face to face with Everest and 
Kinchinjunga. 
The Himalayas dazzle the Swiss Alps— 
not into nothingness, nor out of sight, nor 
into tameness ; but into a rank of incon­ 
testable inferiority. 
The Alps, however, have more variety 
and beauty although less sublimity and 
grandeur, than the Himalayas. In the out­ 
looks from Darjeeling, while the majesties 
are unapproachable by those of any other 
known terrestrial view, one misses keenly 
the lakes which give such a charm to the 
prospect from the Rhigi, the near glaciers 
and avalanches of Cnamonix and the half­ 
mile water-falU, the gigantic trees and the 
astounding precipices of the Yosemite val­ 
ley. 
Mount Blanc is only 15,810 feet high, 
while the Kinchinjunga is 28,000 and Ev­ 
erest 29.000. 
Kinchinjunga, forty miles 
distant from Darjeeling, appears to be, as 
it is, more than twice as high as Mont 
Bianc, as Been from Geneva. Mount Blanc, 
as viewed from Chamonix, is seen from a 
high mountain valley ; but KinchinjnDga, 
as viewed from the Runjeet, lifts itself 
more than 25,000 feet above the level of 
the observer, hito the clouds. 
As seen 
from Senchal, six miles from Darjeeling, 
Mount Everest, although it is the highest 
known summit in the world, is less im­ 
pressive from Kinchinjunga, for it is 130 
miles away ; but its majesty, even in the 
distant view, exceeds that of Monte Rosa 
and Mont Blanc, as seen from the towers 
of the Cathedral of Milan.

Everest is properly described by no one 
yvord except its native name, Deodhunga— 
Ood hight. 
Darjeeliuglies only some 400 miles north 
of Calcutta and lias little snow ; but its 
weather is often icy on days when the 
tropical Hooghly is enswathed in a steam­ 
ing vapor-bath. 
It is reached by a half­ 
day's railway journey, across flat, palm- 
clad, deltaic Bengal, to the G anges; a 
a ferry over that broad, yellow stream, 
yvhich greatly' resembles the Missouri in 
the tnrbidness and way wardness of its cur­ 
rents, and especially in the blown sand of 
the flats in the bare portions of its bed at 
low water ; a night’s journey by narrow 
ga.ge railway to Siligori, on the outer 
edge of the marshes at the foot of the hills, 
and then a day’s travel by steam tramway 
across the famous jungles in these marshes 
and along the grand ascent through Teen- 
daria and Kurscong. 
In moving up the Blopes of the Himalayas 
from the Ganges pitia to Darjeeling, the 
fascinated traveler has an opportunity to 
study the vigorous tropical vegetation at 
the base of the hills ; the gradual change 
of this into the oak forests of the middle 
hights ; the tree ferns succeeding the palms 
and the bamboos; the mosses festooning 
both the rocks and the trees ; the trailing 
plants choking many of the Kings of the 
forest; the trickling rills in the cool ra 
vines ; the dashing mountain brookB with 
their crystal pools ; the far, grand ontlook 
over the gray, dusty plains ; the gleaming, 
tawny rivers on their way through the 
parched lowlands; the numberless curves 
of the iron road; the audacious grades up 
which the engine climbs, like a thing of 
fife; the occasional villages of bamboo 
huts ; the sturdy Nepalese with their broad 
knives in their girdles ; the savage Bhoo- 
tans and Thibetans, with many of the Mon­ 
golian traits iu their features ; tbe tea 
plantations with their capacious bungalows 
for the masters and rows of huts for tha 
coolies ; the small, gray, patient oxen ; the 
rather undersized but vigorous Himalayan 
ponies ; the prayer flags above Buddhist 
villages; the Blight falls of snow ; and, at 
last, the bursting into view of Kinchin­ 
junga itself»aud its companion giants. 
At 
from 12 000 to 10,000 feet above the sea 
the southern slope of the Himalayas pro­ 
duces fir trees, dwarf rhododendrons, aro­ 
matic rhododendrooe, juniper, holly, cur­ 
rants, cherries, pears, liiacs, primroses and 
violets ; at from 10,000 to 8,000 and lower, 
oak, chestnut, olives, figs, laurel, maple, 
barberry, lily of the valley and white rose ; 
at from S. 000 to 6,000 and lower, the mag­ 
nolia, peach, strawberry and most of the 
ftowerB of Germany and England ; at from 
6,000 to 4,000 and lower, tree fern, plan­ 
tains, walnuts and birches ; at from 4 000 to 
3,000, rice, barley, buckwheat,maizs, yam, 
cummin, mint aud rue; at from 1,000 to 
to tue plains, figB, dates, magnolias, lotus 
trees, ginger, orchids, mangoes, twelve 
kinds of bamboos, and many varieties of 
palms. 
In spite, however, of the number 
and interest of the objects in view, tbe ap­ 
proach to Daijeeling does not equal that of 
the Yoremite valley by the Mariposa or 
the Calaveras grove of the mammoth trees; 
cor that to Chamonix from Geneva by the 
way of Vevay, the Rhone valley and the 
Tete-noir pass. 
Tne Buddhist temple of the town is, on 
the whole, a repulsive place ; architectur­ 
ally ugly and morally without dignity. 
We Baw in it a curious Buddhist library, of 
perhaps 150 volumes ; a dozen or so of un­ 
tidy monks and a few savage-lookiDg wor­ 
shipers. 
In the vestibule stood a praying 
machine consisting of a cylinder, about six 
feet high, placed upright, and filled with 
something like a mile’s length of clotb, 
covered with printed prayers. 
This is 
whirled by a crank nnderneath it, and 
every revolution is equivalent to the utter 
ance of all the prayers within the cylinder. 
A dozen or more smaller cylinders were in 
the same vestibule ; and yet smaller ones 
of which I purchased a specimen, were in 
motion in the bands of the priests as they 
walked abont the temple. 
Prayer flags, as 
seen at Darjeeling, arc- strips of white cot­ 
ton, about a yard in breadth and from ten 
to twenty feet long, attached lengthwise to 
poles and covered with printed prayers. 
Every motion of the flag in the wind is of 
the same devotional value as would be the 
utterance of the prayers inscribed upon the 
cloth. 
The Himalayas are one abode of enow 
and the regions aronnd the Sonth Pole of 
the earth are another, deserving this name 
by pre-eminence. 
It is affirmed on high 
authority that a possible accumulation of 
snow at the Sonth Pole, in connection with 
certain conjunctions of the planets might 
cause an instantaneous change in the posi­ 
tion of the axis of rotation of the earth. 
The result would be a deluge, and the 
effacement of the present continents and 
the formation of new ones ; but it is un­ 
derstood by men of science that even in 
such an upheaval of the great deep, the 
tops of tbe Himalayas would remain above 
■the waves and thus form a beginning for a 
new career of the fife of plants and ani­ 
mals and men in a renovated world.—[Rev. 
Joseph Cook in the Independent.

THE 
ART 
OF 
PROPAGATION. 


The saucer system of propagation wil 
answer every purpose, and it is the safest 
of all methods in inexperienced hands. We 
were, we believe, the first to introduce this 
system some twenty years ago, and here 
repeat the directions first given in one of 
the horticultural journals at that time. 
“ Common saucers or plate3 |are used to 
hold the sand iu which the cuttings are 
placed. 
This sand is p u tin t> the depth 
of an inch or so, and the cuttings inserted 
in it close enough to touch each other. The 
sand is then watered until it becomes in 
tbe condition of mud, and placed on the 
shelf of the green-house, or on the window­ 
sill of the sitting-room or parlor, fully ex­ 
posed to the sun and never shaded. 
But 
one condition is essential to success ; until 
the cuttings become rooted the sand must 
be 
kept 
continually 
saturated, 
and 
kept in the condition of mud ; 
if once al­ 
lowed to dry up, exposed to the sun 
as they 
are, the 
cutticgs will quickly 
wilt, and the whole operation will be de­ 
feated. 
The rules previously laid down for 
the proper condition of the cuttings are 
the same in this case, and those for the 
temperature nearly s o ; although, by the 
siuctr system, a higher temperature canbe 
maintained without injury, as the cuttings 
are in reality placed in water, and will not 
droop at the same temperature as if the 
sand was kept in the regular condition of 
moisture maintained iu the propagating 
bench. 
Still, the detached slip, 
until 
rooted, will not endure a continuation of 
excessive heat, eo that we advise, as we do 
in the regular method of propagating, that 
the attempt should not be mado to root 
cuttings in this way, in this latitude, in 
the months of June, July or Argust, un­ 
less with plants of a tropical nature. When 
the cuttings are rooted, they should be 
potted in small pots, and treated carefully 
by shading and watering for a few days, as 
previously directed.” 
About twenty years ago we published a 
method of propagating geraniums, that we 
believed originated with us, and which we 
called, for want of a better term, “ Layer­ 
ing in the air.” 
It consists in tongning 
the 3hoot to be used as a cutting half 
through with a knife, as in the ordinary 
layering ; the shoot so treated formed gran­ 
ulations, or “ callus,” on the cut surface, 
and was in a condition to form roots im­ 
mediately on being detached aud put into 
the earth. 
A year or two ago we again be­ 
thought oureelvcs cf our long-forgotten 
plan of “ layering in the air,” but this 
time we improved upon the former way of 
doing it. 
Instead of touguing the shoot to 
be used for a cutting, as before, it was 
merely snapped short off at a point where 
the condition of the shoot or slip would 
make it hang on to the plant by the merest 
Bhred of 
bark. 
Slight as this strip of 
bark is, it is sufficient to snstain the 
cutting, without any material injury from 
wilting, until it forma the “ callus,” or 
granulated condition, which precedes the 
formation of roots. 
The cutting, or slip, 
may be detached in from ten to twelve 
days after it has been broken in the man­ 
ner described, and then potted in two or 
three-inch puts. 
If watered and shaded 
rather less than required by ordinary cut­ 
tings, it will form roots in ten or twelve 
days more, and not more than two per 
cent, will fail. 
Plants of the tri-color gera- 
niume, which all know are difficult to root 
under the ordinary modes of propagation, 
particularly in hot weather, do excellently 
by this plan. 
Tne advantage of this 
method is not only that the slips root with 
far greater facility, but the injury to the 
stock or mother plants is far less than if 
the slips had been cut clean off instead of 
being only partly detached. 
Many other 
plants can be thus propagated with safety, 
notably begonias, petunias, poinsettias, and 
such plants, the cuttings of which have a 
tendency to damp in hot weather.—[The 
Ladies’ Flora! Cabinet. 


P o iso n in P otatoes.—No person should 
buy their potatoes of grocerymen who let 
tbesa stand in front of their stores in the 
sun. 
Potatoes beloDg to the “ solanum ” 
family, of which the deadly nightshade is 
one of its full brothers. 
Ail branches of 
the family contain more or less of that poi­ 
sonous narcotic called "solanine.” 
The 
bulb, or potato, contains the least of this, 
unless they are exposed to the eud, which 
rapidly develops this element. 
Long ex­ 
posure to the light, without the direct sun, 
wili develop the solanine in the potato and 
make an article unlit for food. 
But expo­ 
sure to the euu is so injurious to the po 
tato, making it not only unpalatable, but 
actually injurious to health, that any gro­ 
cer, for the offense of selling potatoes which 
have been exposed two or three days to 
the sun, onght to be indicted for selling 
unhealthy and dangerous human food.— 
[Albany Journal.

THE SUGAR QUESTION AND THE HA­ 
WAIIAN TREATY—THE FALLACIES OF 
PROTECTION AND TEE VENALITY OF 
AN ORGAN EXPOSED. 
The S»n Francisco Chronicle has made 
the Hawaiian treaty aDd the sugar question 
a hobby. Oa that string it harps on the 
slightest pretense. 
The motive of the 
Chronicle is well understood. That jour­ 
nal was bought by sugar interests, and 
it does not lie in the mouth of the Chroni- 
clrvto deny it. 
at let us examine the matter inde- 
dently of that fact, and first let us see 
i what the enemies of the Hawaiian re- 
jprocity complain. It is set out that sugar 
s from 2.j to 3 cents higher here than at 
the East, although free of duty here, while 
an import of 2f¡ cents is laid on there. 
The truth is, even if ws exclude the con­ 
sideration of distance from the East, that 
Hawaiian sugar is just as free in New York 
as in California. Cuban sugar, it must be 
borne in mind, pays as high a duty in San 
Francisco as in New York, though the rate 
is not the exact figure the complainants 
allege. As the sessions of CoDgress came 
on, the assanlts upon the Hawaiian treaty 
are uniformly renewed, and the hired 
Chronicle leads them, claiming that the ab­ 
rogation of the treaty would save consum­ 
ers on this coast on sugar over §1,000,000 
per annum. If the consumer is to be thus 
benefited, it muBt be because of a reduc­ 
tion per pound to him. Suppose raw sugar 
cau be delivered at New York or San Fran­ 
cisco at a given figure duty free, and the 
refined sells at an advance of 3 cents in 
Nsw York and for twice the cost of the 
raw material in San Frflhcisco, how can 
the imposition of a duty ou the raw ma­ 
terial at San Francisco drive the refiner to 
aril at a less price! Ordinary business 
sense would teach that it would rather 
cause an advance. In other words, how 
do the opponents of the treaty propose to 
establish that added cost to the raw ma­ 
terial will compel the manufacturer to sell 
for a less profit ? 
But to approach the question of the treaty 
more closely. It brought about the same 
relations between the Islands and the 
United States as were sustained between 
Louisiana and the rest of the country. 
Just so far as it is commercially concerned 
it was annexation. The tariff erected a 
barrier between our ocean neighbor and 
ourselves, and the treaty swept it away. 
The plain common-sense course of reason­ 
ing brings the conclusion that sucha break­ 
ing down of an anti-commercial wall is ben­ 
eficial to the country. 
Since the products of these islands were 
sold in Sin Francisco the islanders come to 
oar metropolis to purchase supplies. The 
commercial aggregate of this traffic was in 
the year 1SS2 83.000,000 paid to the trade 
of San Francieco—that is to say, San Fran­ 
cisco sold 83,000,000 worth of goods to the 
Sandwich Islands in that year. 
It is a fact in political economy that the 
people buy in the markets where they can 
tell, and we may add that is the best market 
where the seller of a product can lay in 
supplies, and it is the best evidence of a 
good market that it affords him that oppor­ 
tunity. Now, had the tariff continued to 
exist the trade of the Islands wonld have 
gone to Liverpool. The idea of protecting 
the industry of a country by a tariff is fal­ 
lacious, and the time will come when it 
will be considered foolish to entertain any 
such notion. No better illustration of the 
foolishness of the tariff is furnished than 
by the forces put into operation by the 
negotiation of the Hawaiian reciprocity 
treaty. They threw down the old embargo 
existing in the commercial relations be­ 
tween the IslandB and this country. 
The treaty measure wa3 passed to ruin 
the business of Claus Spreckels, who, bring 
p San Francisco sugar refiner, gat bis 


supplies largely from the Islands, the belief 
being that the abrogation of the tariff 
would set up sugar manufacturing in the 
Islands, and thus crush out Spreckels. 
The tariff discriminated in favor of raw 
sugars, admitting them at a less rate than 
refined sugars, just as jute comes almost 
duty free, while burlaps pay at the rate of 
forty cents, and sacks sixty per cent, of 
their value. To keep up the fiction rela­ 
tive to American industry, the, protective 
tariff lunatics always make a distinction in 
favor cf raw materials and against manufac­ 
tured articles. 
Under the treaty they 
thoughtthe advantage toSpreckels’ business 
would pass away. But Spreckels saw what 
many another saw—that the treaty would 
transfer the rclining businesa to San Fran­ 
cisco, and that Sin Francisco could be 
made the base for sugar interests just as 
New Orleans has been, St. Louis now is, 
and Havana and other metrópoli of sugar 
growing districts. He purchased large in­ 
terests in the Islands, put almost unlim­ 
ited capital into the business, and by his 
heavy purchases of plantations made it 
unprofitable for anyone else to establish a 
refinery, as he could control a majority of 
the island product. 
There can be enacted no law against 
such a monopoly as is the product of busi­ 
ness foresight, prudence and commercial 
skill. Attempts to do so are unreasonable 
and unlawful interferences with the free­ 
dom of individual action, and fly in the 
face of the doctrine that men are endowed 
with inalienable rights, among which are 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. 
But it is alleged, and the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat echoes it, that the reason sugar 
is costlier to consumers here than at the 
East is because the transcontinental rail­ 
road companies keep up the rates of trans­ 
portation, and are in collusion with Claus 
Spreckels to do so. The story runs that 
the railroad levies blackmail on the sugar 
interest to the extent of all the profit it 
would get if it carried the sugar from the 
Eastern States. The fact9 are, that the 
treaty placed San Francisco in the same re­ 
lation to the sugar growing interests of the 
Islands that St. Louis sustains to the sugar- 
growing districts within the United States. 
Belcher Bros, have a practical monopoly 
of refining there, and Spreckels here. At­ 
lantic coast refiners pay two and one-halt 
cents duty on refined West India sugar. 
If a tariff were placed on raw sugar at San 
Francisco, grownjon the Islands, the tariff 
and freight added would be an additional 
protection to Eastern refiners. 
We ought to have sugar at as cheap rates 
as the people of New York, but it is not 
chargeable to the treaty that we do not. 
It is either the fault of Claus Spreckels or 
his good fortune. But if it is wise, and 
the people wish to suppress Spreckels, 
let it be don9 by direct-enactment, and 
eliminate him and all his Rind. Or let it 
by law be decreed that he and all like him 
shall sell sugar at rates agreeable to the 
San Francisco Chronicle. If the New York 
refiner can build a tariff fence between San 
Francisco and the Islands, he can sell us 
sugar. But while there is a sugar-produc­ 
ing country commercially annexed to the 
Pacific coast, he cannot do so. 
Suppose one of our great valleys to be a 
profitable BUgar-growing district, and the 
reader will realize that the situation would 
not differ from the present one, for prac­ 
tically we now grow the sugar we use 
in our own territory. 
The freight rate 
between New York, St. Louis and New 
OrleauB and San Francisco constitutes a 
protection to the sugar interests of this 
coast, because it Í3 within the commer­ 
cial territory where sugar is produced, 
just as if grown in the San Joaquin val­ 
ley. The sugar interests of the East em­ 
ployed the San Francisco Chronicle to fight 
the treaty. Eastern papers holding like 
views did not need to be subsidized, for 
they think themselves justified in foster­ 
ing local interests, however injurious and 
unjust the methods employed to accom­ 
plish it may be to other sections. Their 
patronage is involved in the matter, and 
self-interest is too apt to be the first in­ 
terest. 
But there is no difference be­ 
tween a lie by a newspaper in defense ef 
local commercial interests and a lie where 
the object of the faleehood is le33 worthy. 
So it was easier to get papers at the 
East, especially high tariff journals, to op­ 
pose the treaty than to find one here to 
do it, because under proper relations and 
enterprise on the part of the people of 
this coast the treaty would result in 
cheaper BUgar to us than otherwise could 
be obtained. 
We get the difference be­ 
tween the price of sugar here and in New 
York in the way of trade with the Islands. 
Our compensation is in the increased price 
of the goods we sell and Jhe market we ob­ 
tain by reason of tbe treaty. 
But, as already said in effect, we repeat, 
the sugar interests approached the most 
venal journal on the coast, and found in it 
a ready tool and a convenient organ, and 
so they secured the Chronicle. Its assault 
on Spreckels is to cover its own tracks. 
We are not in the confidence of Spreckels, 
but can easily fathom the depths of the 
Chronicle's position toward him. There is 
no law, organic or legislative, to prevent 
Spreckels buying up Bugar plantations on 
tho islands, or to compel him to let them 
lie idle. He bought plantations, hired 
men to work on them, and by this means 
got control of the refining interests of the 
coast. He then added the cost of freight 
to the Eastern prices, just as Eastern refin­ 
ers add the amount of the tariff and charge 
to the consumer the amount it costs for his 
own protection. 
And here comes into view the absurdity 
of protection—the interest protected does 
not pay the cost of protection. Taxation 
is justified on the theory that the property 
burdened receives compensating proteetion 
from the Government, But the tariff pro­ 
tects the manufacturer in the profit he will 
demand from the consumer, and the con­ 
sumer, who receives no protection what­ 
ever, pays Co the Government the tax, 
thus reversing the great doctrine of the 
right upon which all taxation is based. 


AWAKESISG PALESTINE BY STEAM. 
Palestine is at last to have a railway. 
It would seem at first glance that there is 
something remarkable in the fact that the 
Holy Land has so long remained free from 
the invasion of this mighty engine of pro­ 
gress. But a closer examination of the 
conditions will convince the thoughtful 
that the road has come quite in the proper 
time, and just as soon as there was war­ 
rant for the venture. That no line haB 
heretofore been attempted sufficiently tes­ 
tifies to the dead and alive condition of 
that historic conntry. The proposed road 
¡6 to be laid between Acre, on the Medi­ 
terranean, and the ancient city of Damas­ 
cus, and will be called the Hamidie Rail­ 
road, after the Saltan Abdul Amid. The 
franchise has been conceded to a dozen 
men, half of whom are Moslems and half 
Christians. All, however, are Ottoman 
subjects and residents of Syria. 
The 
Messrs. Sursock, bankers, well known in 
Europe, are large stockholders in the com­ 
pany. They own the greater part of the 


plain of Esdraelon, along the easterly side 
of which the railway will be constructed. 
The road will skirt the bay of Acre, on 
the shores of Galilee, and cross thence the 
river Kiehon, turn eastward and hug the 
base of Mount Carmel, pass through the 
gorge between it and the Galilee hills, and 
enter the plain of Esdraelon. Thus it 
completely skirts the borders of Galilee on 
the south and Samaria on tbe north. The 
staticn of Nazareth will be twelve miles 
from that village, but a branch line will 
run to the foot of the hills in 
a brief tim8 after tho trunk line 
is laid. The grade in twenty miles rise 
from the sea level will be but 210 feet. The 
road crosses—for it is already partly laid 
out—the watershed to descend into the 
plains of Jezreel, and thence it reaches the 
river Jordan, and from its waters, by an 
easy incline, it proceeds to Brisan, the an­ 
cient Bsthshean. From that point it enters 
a section notably malarious, historically 
dangerous to travelers, and traversed 
chiefly by bands of nomadic A/abs, whom 
the stranger does not care to meet. But 
this region, by proper systems of drainage, 
to which it is by nature admirably adapted, 
since all that is needed is to open slight 
ditches through the bottoms, can be made 
to blossom as the rose. It is rich to tropi­ 
cal extravagance, and the soil is about as 
nearly perfect as can be desired. The line 
will pass from this section to the valley of 
the Jordan by gentle descent until a point 
is reached 800 feet below the Bea level, and 
from there will continue north to Djr-el- 
Medjamish. 
Near this ancient Roman 
bridge, still crossed by the camel caravans 
transporting the valuable produce of Hau- 
ran to the coast, the company will build a 
bridge for the road, spanning the Jordan 
with the best approved truss-work of »this 
age. Here will be presented a curious con­ 
trast—close beside the massive masonry of 
dead ageB will rise the light and unroman­ 
tic structure of the nineteenth century, 
and the civilizations of two widely- 
separated 
periods 
will 
be brought 
into 
comparison 
by 
their 
handi­ 
work in one branch of architecture. 
After dossing the Jordan (which though 
here spoken of as having been touched and 
then departed from, it must be remem­ 
bered, is because of the tortious character 
of the stream, which, in a direct line of 
sixty miles after leaving Gennesaret, trav­ 
erses 200 miles of course), the line follows 
the general trend of the stream to its conflu­ 
ence with the Nahr Yarmuk, and cro3sing 
it, it makes for the ridge overlooking the 
lake of Tiberias, otherwise the lake of 
Gennesaret or sea of Galilee, and is thus 
to the east of its waters and well on its 
way to distant Damascus. To this point 
only have the surveys, according to the 
latest report, been completed. The route 
thence is not definitely Bottled upon, for 
there is a question of some heavy grades 
involved as against the desirability of 
touching certain sections en route. In one 
of these routes the grade will in 
fifteen miles require something over 
3,000 feet to be overcome. 
Proba­ 
bly the road will be run along the 
east shore of the lake—here 020 feet be­ 
low the level of the Mediterranean—to 
the stream known as the Wady Semakh, 
and pass directly by the steep place where 
the swine, which we ore told were pos­ 
sessed by devils, rushed down into the 
sea. When the plateau Í3 reached the 
road will cross the rich lands of Jaulan, 
and the great grain-growing region of 
llauran, and will throw out a feeder to 
Mezrib, the chief grain emporium of the 
district and the principal halting place of 
the pilgrims from Damascus to Mecca. 
Steam tugs are to be placed upon the silent 
waters of Gennesaret, aad the solemn still­ 
ness of the region is to be broken by the 
screech of their whistles as they touch at 
modern-built landings on its shores. The 
entire length of the road will be but 130 
miles, or but very little mere at best. It 
is estimated that in grain carriage alone it 
will secure sufficient business to insure a 
good return for the capital to be invested. 
The road will certainly change the whole 
face of the country by stimulating indus­ 
tries which, without the road, cannot exist, 
as the natural roads of the land are ex­ 
ceedingly difficult, and have been but little 
improved by art, and the means ot trans­ 
portation are rude and uncertain. A great 
quantity of land fit for wheat growing will 
be brought into use, and soon echo to tbe 
hum of modern agricultural machinery as 
the harvests are gathered in. The revival 
of agriculture will stimulate other indus­ 
tries, and thus the Holy Land will be re­ 
juvenated, and by the strong arm of com- 
merca Bet free from the sleepy slavery of 
the oriental. The olive, the fig, the pome­ 
granate, now largely cultivated, will be 
even more industriously attended to and 
made sources of revenue. The famous 
grapes of Palestine, remarkable for their 
size and flavor, will possibly reach Euro­ 
pean tables; the barley, maize, rye, and 
the tobacco and cotton of the land will be 
stilt more cultivated, and as the people 
become accustomed to rapid means of 
transport, they will be led to habits of in­ 
dustry such a3 they are now strangers to, 
while the construction of this line of rail­ 
way will sooner or later lead to the build­ 
ing of other lines, and thus the half desert­ 
ed land of Canaan, infused with new life, 
will be transformed from a relic of the past 
to an active agency in the work of the busy 
present. 
The commercial effects in detail of this 
introduction of the railroad into the Hoiy 
Land, the new relation it will cause it to 
sustain to the business of the world in gen­ 
eral, the effect of the probable entry of its 
enlarged products in modern marts, the 
social changes that will in time be brought 
about—these are topics pregnant with spec­ 
ulation for extended essays. 


SOME PECULIARITIES OF AN OCCIDENTAL 
CONTEST. 
There is one element in the French- 
Anamite problem that is not generally 
taken into account, but which is of the 
ntmost impor.'ance to be considered in 
forming a just estimate of the relations of 
tbe two nations. That factor is the Church 
influence. With whatever reverses the 
French as a military and commercial 
power may have met in Tonquin, 
the Catholic clergy haB not for a mo­ 
ment faltered in its work, and while 
it has in 
a 
degree been retarded 
or checked by the political difficulties 
and military contests, it has not appreci­ 
ably lost much of its influence among the 
people, and as a matter of course this it 
constantly exercises for the French Gov­ 
ernment, notwithstanding the fact that at 
home tbe Church and the Republic are by 
no means friendly, and regardless of the 
fact that the Church authorities would at 
any propitious moment lend a willing hand 
to the overthrow of the representative 
form of government, and aid to restoration 
the Imperialists. But the de facto govern­ 
ment, as represented in Tonquin, is all the 
Church has to protect it, and with ail the 
adroitness that has characterized the cler­ 
ical diplomatists in the past they stand by 
the French administration in Anam. 
There are r.otv in the latter conntry two 


Apostolic Vicars, one having charge of the 
southern and one of the northern divisions 
as defined by the Church authorities. In 
the latter jurisdiction there are no less 
than 34 French missionaries, aided by S3 
native priests and 302 catechists. Under 
them are 155,000 converts, 475 churches, 
3 seminaries with 342 students, 504 schools, 
and 23 orphanages with over 0,000 chil­ 
dren. In tho former jurisdiction there 
are 20 
French 
clergymen in 
full 
orders, 55 native priests, 1G1 cate- 
chiste, 271 churches, 2 seminaries with 
153 students, and 5 orphanages contain­ 
ing 520 children. Such a force must give 
the Church great influence in that coun­ 
try, notwithstanding the population is very 
dense, and in Tonquin alone Í9 something 
over 10,000,000. The Church establishments 
have long existed there—they have the 
confidence of the people largely,, outside 
of the parishes, because of their liberal 
charities; and the fact that the priests 
from the very commencement of their la­ 
bors establish orphanages and care for the 
homelesB ones with especial devotion to 
the self-imposed trusts, Has won for them 
the esteem of the better classes, and they ¡ 
exercise a corresponding influence. Indeed, 
a recent observer cf matters in Tonquin 
says that the impression made upon him 
was that it would be all but impossible to 
dislodge the Catholics in that country, 
and that their influence is of the most 
potent character. With such allies among 
the people, secretly and sincerely laboring 
to further French domination, it is easy 
to be seen that the army and the Cabinet 
have a far easier task than if they were 
prosecuting measures and a campaign 
against a country in which all the people 
were hostile to their advances. Besides 
this, there is a large number of Anamites 
sufficiently intelligent concerning the 
world’s affairs to see the folly of continu­ 
ing the resistance Tu Dae began, and who 
realize that the true policy for the kingdom 
is to make France a fast friend, even at 
the expense of valuable concessions of ter­ 
ritory and commercial privileges. The 
trading classes, though uot demonstrative, 
are quite generally friendly to the French, 
for the very excellent reason that in no 
particular has French settlement militated 
against their interests. On the contrary, 
it has promoted development of the coun­ 
try, vastly increased the exports, and cor­ 
respondingly stimulated productive indus­ 
tries, and has done very much to enrich 
the agricultural and cultivating classes in 
comparison to the condition they were in 
fifty years ago. Against such personal 
advantages even Mongolian exclusiveness 
finds difficulty in holding its own. The 
outcome cannot for a moment be doubted 
by those who have watched the progress of 
European advances in the Occident. 


NIHILISM. 


IW 3 HBROEi, 
On the first day of August there was an 
exhibition of great courage in the town of 
l’assaic, N. J. It is not a pleasant death 
to be suffocated in a foul cesspool, but 
there Mr. G. W. Conkling lost hia life— 
laid it down deliberately to save others. 
It was a heroic death, and is as much to 
his honor, and more, than if he had died 
on the battlc-lield for his country. In the 
one case there is the courage of excitement 
and chance, in the other the sacrifice of 
deliberation. 
A new cesspool had been 
dug to relieve the overflow of an old one 
at a hotel. The foul gases rushed from 
one pool to tho other and filled it, and a 
common laborer who went down to ar­ 
range some pipes fell dead. Another man 
bravely went in to save the laborer—wo 
have not his name—and he fell too, his 
face bloating and his body showing the in­ 
tense torture he was enduring. 
Then 
Conkling, who was a very prominent citi­ 
zen, a man of broad influence and public 
importance, with perfect knowledge of the 
danger involved, seized ropes and spiang 
in to save, if possible, the struggling man 
who last went down. But Conkling, after 
a heroic effort, fell dead. Then a work­ 
man, as brave as were those who preceded 
him, volunteered to go in, and that in the 
very face of death. And so Mr. Krymer 
entered the pit to his destruction, for 
though he fought the foul gases that gen­ 
erate in these sinks of death until he ena­ 
bled the people to draw out the man still 
alive, he was unable to save himself, and 
so he died to save others. These men, 
Conkling and Krymer, deserve to be held 
up to the world as heroes. They died 
noble deaths ; they exhibited true courage. 
Conkling failed, but as Propertius said, 
in great enterprises the attempt is enough. 
The keeping of the bridge by Horatius 
called for no greater deeds of valor than 
the three citizens of Passaic performed in 
the foul depths of a filth pit. But what 
shall we say of the miserly and neglectful 
spirit of tbe owner of that property who 
permitted such a death-trap to be upon his 
premises, when, by the outlay of a few 
cents, it could hava been so ventilated that 
no deadly gaseB would have remained in 
the hole to endanger the lives of workmen, 
and call for such sacrifices on the part of 
passing citizens as was the fact in the case 
of the heroes we have named, and who 
were attracted to the spot, not by the call 
of duty, but by tbe cries for help? 


Ax effort is meeting with much succrs3 to have a 
Sacramen.o county display of fruits and flowers

Conclave in San Francisco. Sacramento can make a 
finer display than any other county if it once at­ 
tempts to do so.

Let evert'citizen make a persona! effort to enlarge 
aud enrich the display. El Dorado and Yolo will 
exhibit fruits in the same hail. Sacramento must 
eclipse ail competitors. A good fruit display is al­ 
ready assured, but it can be made still better. We 
will reap decided benefit from this impromptu 
movement.

Nihilism and Terrorism in Russia, as 
Viewed by a Terrorist—Revolutionary 
Sketches. 
U xorRG RoiX D Russia.

Certainly an entertaining book. Whether 
accurato as to truth or not, it is yet an in­ 
teresting one. A book to be of value must 
teach U3 something new, or it must enlarge 
our intelligence on some topic on which we 
are already informed. But who is informed 
to his cjrtain knowledge of the truth regard­ 
ing “ underground Russia ?” As to who St«p- 
niak ie, is a mystery quite as profound as the 
secrets of Siberia and the methods cf the 
Russian Government and tho revolutionists. 
We are told by Lavrcff—concerning whom 
we have no more information, save that he is 
a philosopher, and once editor of a revolu­ 
tionary journal, than we have regarding the 
author—that of all men Stspnink is the oniy 
one to draw aside the curtain with faithful­ 
ness. We on’y know that hi was formerly 
editor of the proscribed journal, Zand and 
Water. Tho mere tourist, says the preface 
writer, in his attempts to write of Russia is 
farcical. 
The novels and romances and 
dramas on Russia are wholly unworthy con­ 
sideration, The writer who is favored by 
the Cz&r is still les3 reliable. The writers 
for the Russian pres3 are under tho Im­ 
perial red, and dare not tela the truth. 
Shall wo put our trust in exiles who have 
had part in the revolutionary movemente ? 
Bat few of them who are fitted to such a task 
have ever undertaken it in the English or 
other tongues than their own. European 
scholars cannot serve u p, fur they are obliged 
to rely upjn Russian literature and the Rus­ 
sian press. A perfect knowledge of the Rus­ 
sian tongue and the Russian character, long 
residence in the country and special opportu­ 
nities, granted to very few, alone would fit 
them fur such work. Who, then, Lavroff, 
shall raise the veil for us/ He replies, Step- 
niak, And why this man alone ? Because 
ho has a direct part in the later revolution­ 
ary movements; he kuc wa all the persons con­ 
cerned ; he has the discernment to read truly 
the character of the Russian people; Rus­ 
sian politics he has made the study of a life­ 
time; he is taleuted, judicial iu mind, fear­ 
less and truthful. He was one of tbe chief 
founders of the revolutionary press, an active 
participant in the revolutionary movements, 
and is recognized throughout Russia by one 
class as a hero, by another as an inciter to 
rebellion. He is a philanthropist, a philoso­ 
pher, a learned echolar. In short, Stepniak, 
whoever he is, the preface writer believes to 
be a pure p3triot. Throughout the Imperial 
realms he is known only by this pseudonym, 
Stepniak. 
The book is a vivid one. It is scholarly, 
but it impresses one as being over-colored— 
that the writer has allowed his enthusiasm to 
lead him into extravagance, and thus our 
confidence is shaken in him, for we doubt the 
possibility of his recitals being exact. As this 
may be an unjust judgment, we go halting 
through the volume, still profoundly inter­ 
ested and deeply impressed. Of this tee 
reader is certain : he has been put on inquiry 
iu a way he never experienced before. The 
book is one of stories romantic enough to sat­ 
isfy the lover cf the most sensational, and at 
the same time full of the philosophy of the 
involved poli.ics o’f Russia, His heroes are 
prophets and scholars, his women those of 
passion, utter devotion to the canee of the 
revolutionists, and as brave as any that ever 
drew breath. Vera Zissnlic(Zisulifcb), for 
instance, he paints as one of the most glori­ 
ous martyrs that ever gave life for a cause. 
In theBe Eketches we learn for what such 
sufferer.1, aud their cause is unquestionably 
well presented and their philosophy certainly 
admirably analyzed. It is jast to Bay that 
the author is not blind to tho faults and prej­ 
udices of the Nihilists. We are told that 
they are a fanatical, oft n superstitions, 
class, materialists, and living in anything but 
a practical condition of mind. They look 
forward to an ideal state more exalted 
than 
any that 
can 
be 
set up ; 
they hope to accomplish much that 
is impossible. Like all true leaders in re­ 
forms, they are devoted ;’ always prepared to 
lay down life for political faith. Their 
patriotism is that which rises out of the most 
intense hatred of their political opponents 
and oppressors. While thus hating, con­ 
temptuous of life and indifferent to fate, 
they are -tender, loving nnd gentle to 
their friends and compatriots. The author 
is, in the truest sense, a Terrorist. That 
method of pacification for Russia, be 
holds, alone will accomplish lha re­ 
forms it needs. He is a Socialist and a devout 
bsliever in the necessity of destroying Czar- 
isur. A National Assembly and a constitu­ 
tion acceptable to the people are the only 
terms upon which he wonld treat with the 
Czar. Ths book of this man is divided into 
four BectionB—the Propaganda and Terror­ 
ism, Revolutionary Profiles,* Revolutionary 
Sketches, and a note containing the letter of 
the Revolutionary Committee to Alexander 
II. We shall notice in detail but two divis­ 
ions, the Propaganda and Terrorism, and tho 
conclusion of the Revolutionary Sketches. 
We Bhall enter upon no analysis of the work, 
nor any eri^cded criticism of the doctrines, 
or proofs o^he historical recitals, since the 
reader will gain a clearer insight into the 
volume and its methods and the doctrines of 
Socialism in Russia by a statement in brief 
form cf the essential points made by the 
author, and since no debate on tbe topics can 
be engaged in, within the limits of our review. 
Besides, the took ¡3 i:s own best criticism. 
According to our author, then : Nihilism, 
in its original state, was a philosophical and 
literary movement, flourishing after the 
emancipation of the serfs, between 1860 and 
1870. It is now extinct. It was a struggle 
for the emancipation of intelligence. 
Its 
fundamental principle was absolute individ­ 
ualism—negation in the name of liberty, of 
all obligations imposed by society, family 
life or religion. Its first conquest was over 
religion, for in no land has religion ro little 
root among the cultivated classes as in Russia. 
So the original Nihilism meant materialism 
in its baldest form ; it meant atheism ; it 
was opposed to every religions system. The 
Nihilists became "missionaries, zealots in this 
work of assaulting religion. They believed 
they were working for the happiness of 
human nature. Nihilism also proclaimed 
war on all things not based on pure and posi­ 
tive reason. It became absurd, and went to 
tbe extent of even condemning art and all 
that appealed to the sentiment of tbe beauti­ 
ful. But one of its most important works 
was the advocacy of the equal rights of 
woman with man. In this it won a signal 
triumph. It lead naturally to the claim of 
liberty for woman; liberty to choose her 
master; liberty to pursue educational ad­ 
vantages. The Government itself was forced 
to admit the triumph of Nihilism in this 
respect. As a result, the spirited young 
women of the privileged classes went out to 
free Switzerland to learn. Zurich was their 
grand rallying point. When they saw what 
stores of knowledge were open to them, 
thty resolved to carry somewhat of them 
bsck to the poor and ignorant of Russia, 
whom they now saw were in the chains of 
ignorance and robbed of the right to “ know.’> 
They inquired “ why the works of Proudhon, 
Fourier, Owen and the old Socialists were 
prohibited in Russia,” and at once they be­ 
gan to read them. 
# 
In the meantime the independent yonng 
men of Russia, men of good birth and of 
means, who loved their country and loved its 
people more, and desired their advancement, 
asked the oid Nihilist?, 11 Why rest you after 
yonr early triumphs ” .And the reply was, 
” We are satisfied and happy.” The young 
men responded, “ How can yon be happy ia 
a triumph over religion and freedom cf mind, 


when yonr people are dying of hunger, when 
tbe Government takes their last farthing and 
sends them oat to beg or starve 7” Then the 
young men went out sore at heart, and pon­ 
dered, and resolved to better the condition of 
the people by lessening their burdens, and 
increasing their privileges and taking from off 
them the slavery of the privileged classes. 
Heroism in Ru-siv, according to Stepniak, 
means action aDd experience with those we 
wonld defend. So these young men ¡aid off 
their silk3 and went to labor with the work­ 
ing classes, and to lire with the peasants, to 
taste their anguish that they might know 
how to relieve it. And so doing, they began 
the gospel of socialism, and in preaching and 
living it they feared not the knent, Siberia, 
or death; they would meet death as martyrs 
and with enthusiasm. These were the revo­ 
lutionary socialists o" 1872-74. The Crimean 
war had demonstrated what our author de­ 
nominates the rottenness of the Russian 
social edifice, but the autocratic Emperor re­ 
fused to see it. He proposed to preserve 
everything, and above all his “ sacred 
rights.” At this time the echo of the Paris 
Commune was heard in Russia, aud the young 
martyrs took it up and proclaimed it. As a 
jjartial antidote to the wretched state of af­ 
fairs, Alexander had liberated the serfs, bat 
Stepniak declares their new condition wa3 
mors deplorable than their first. 
The 
Czar refused then to do what he should 
have done — bestow on Russia a con. 
stitution, and liberty from his own bondage. 
The insurrection in Poland was stifled with a 
ferocity and brutality that gave a new edge 
to the revolutionary movement. Then came 
the shot from the revolver cf KarakoscfF as 
a warning to Alexander. In 1871-72 the 
great socialist societiss were formed in Mos­ 
cow, Kieif, Odessa, Orel and Taganrog. Fel- 
lowirg these came the Internationale. The 
young girls at Zurich dropped the study of 
medicine and attended the sittings of the In­ 
ternationale. The tame of the city as a hot­ 
bed of socialism spread over the world, and 
finally the Czir did a very foolish thing, and 
by ukase ordered all Russians, under pain of 
outlawry, to quit Zurich, Tne hundreds of 
Russians there at once came home and began 
to teach the doctrines of Socialism and to 
carry on an ardent Internationalist campaign. 
Meanwhile, Prince Ivrapotkine taught like 
doctrines to the working people at St. Peters­ 
burg. The rich Cossack, Obuchoff, did the 
same on the banks of the Don. Ssiscko be­ 
came a band weaver to carry the propaganda 
into the manufactories, and Dcmetrins and 
Rogaceff became sawyers to get access to the 
peasant class. S3 the two streams of teach­ 
ing, the Zurich and the Home schools, met 
finally at Moscow, and the try went ont, 
“ Up and bs doing!” By these means was 
brought about the revolutionary movement cf 
1873-74. One of its chief difficulties was the 
danger of communication with the peasants, 
who could not keep a secret. When they 
heard of Socialism, and found it gcod, they 
could not see why they sfcculd not talk of it 
openly to others, and b o the Government 
was 
kept advised, 
and tundreds of 
arrrnts were made and multiplied into 
thousands, but wherever one fell, an­ 
other took bis 
or 
her place. One 
trial of 193 Socialists lasted fcur years, and 
when the Senate by a port of pardon, acquit­ 
ted most ct them, the Emperor by decree set 
aside the order. Thus the missionary system 
was of necessity abandoned, and in its place 
was set up that of “ colonization ; ” that is, 
the propagandists were grouped in given 
provinces, instead of scattered in districts, 
and caution was taken to admit only thcss to 
the sittings who couid be bound in secreEy. 
Bat Russia is immense, and this plan went 
but slowly to work. The great trial cf "the 
fifty ” was ordered to be held in public, 
with a view of overawing the people, but 
they only looked upon “ tho fifty,” and cried 
out, “ they are saints.” In the following year 
was begun the trial of the 193 already re­ 
ferred to. This brings us up to 1875, when 
out of the loins cf the Socialist sprang the 
Terrorist. Socialism was too ideal for him. 
It would not withstand the conflict he saw 
must come. So he rose, gloomy, breathing 
hatred, defiance and death, and moved his 
form upon the page of history. The Terror­ 
ists are those who, as Socialists, said, “ We 
did not succeed because we were only talkers, 
now let us act.” So Terrorist societies were 
formed, to prepare for an uprising against 
Czarism. Several demonstration were made, 
some amounted to battle?, but most were 
riots, and all failed; bnt terror began to 
reign, and a great object was accomplished, 
for the Government was brought to acknowl­ 
edge fear, A great rising in Russia, ho holds, 
is impossible, bacanas the towns of any im­ 
portance are so few, and so far apart, the 
Government can, as it has, convert ail of them 
into military camps. 
The Terrorists soon became convinced that 
their demonstrations were hut sacrifices, and 
thus after 1878 they cessed, and the revolu­ 
tionary movement touk cn a new form. Our 
author does not nan¡8 it—he describes it as 
meditation on tho power of builets develop­ 
ing into the belief that they are better than 
words. The logic of life taught the Terror- 
1st to monnt these steps: “ Why kill a spy 
and let tho gendarme live ? why the latter 
and not the procurator who orders the arrest?’ 
and so on. Wo name the new form for the 
author—assassination. 
In January, 1878, 
Vera Zasnlitch fired the shot at General 
Trepoff, who had ordered a political prisoner 
to be flogged, and the jury acquitted her. She 
was “ an angel of vengeance;” she threw 
herself into the monster’s jaws as a sacrifice. 
This gave terrorism a new impulse. The 
Emperor openly sympathized with Trepoff, 
the press and people applauded the jury. As 
a result, discontent increased, and a liberal 
movement against Czarism began to take 
form among tlo privileged classes, though 
Buch a sentiment hid long existtd among 
them. 
Ia 1878 these Liberals made an 
open advance for an alliance with the 
revolutionists, as in them they saw tho 
only hope of reform accomplishment. 
August, 
1878, Terrorism slapped Im­ 
perialism in the face by killing the head 
of the police, General Mesentzeff, and from 
that it advanced with giant strides. There 
followed three conflicts and three defeats for 
the revolutionists, hut at last the Czar fell. 
With a nation prostrate, the terrorist alone 
h;ld high his head. Lastly, the author 
eulogizes him as noble, a martyr, never fal­ 
tering, a hero, a wrestler all bone and muscle, 
a mature man with the unreal dreams of 
youth dissipated, a Socialist fatally con­ 
vinced, proud as Satan, rebellious yet mod­ 
est, the defender cf outraged humanity, the 
savior of his country if it is to be eared. So 
he stands to-day, awaiting victory which he, 
of all others, knows must come, and tbe so­ 
cial revolution that is to give his people equal 
rights, freedom from Czarism, a constitution, 
the right to think, speak and live. He waits, 
the type of individual force intolerant of ev­ 
ery yoke; he fights to permit men to be the 
arbiters of their own destinies, for the dear 
ones he loves, fcr his friends languishing in 
political prisons stretching forth their skinny 
hands and calling for freedom ; he has sworn 
to be free, and they shall be free. Such is 
the terrorist. The terrorists are not to be 
defeated by retaliation. A few years more 
and they will weaken the mere faction called 
Government, and then will come the end. 
We have thus quite fully and with perfect 
freedom outlined tbe florid text, tbe vigor of 
which can only be realized by the reading cf 
which it is worthy. The romantic sketches that 
follow give a clear insight into the purposes 
and extravagant hopes cf the revolutionists. 
At the conclusion, the summing up of this 
terrorist philosopher and scholar is by far the 
most interestiog portion of the volume. In 
brief it is, that tbe Russian revolutionary 
movement is really a revolution sui generis. 
not by the mass of the people, nor by all who 
need it, bnt by delegations. It is backed by 
a party numbering hundreds cf thousands, 
and if the secret sympathizers are included, i 


millions. The organization, he is forced to 
confess, is limited, end it will continue to be, 
under present conditions. The struggle is 
carried on wholly by conspiracies. As with 
all secret societies, as Macehivelii said, 
“ the mSr.y ruin them.” 
The cist of 
the movement to the movéis is immense, 
and testifies to privation, self-sacrifice and 
life-time suffering, hiding, disguising and 
plotting. But the society is e-xteadirg its 
ramifications far and wide. But this in­ 
creases the danger, of course, and so it ia that 
every deluge that has overtaken ths 
socie’y has come at the moment of its great­ 
est strength. But the Government can never 
wholly destroy it. It forms anew after 
every defeat. It thus proves that it has tbe 
inherent life principle. A revolution possi­ 
ble anywhere else in Europe is not possible 
in Russia, because the conditions are so vastly 
different. Bo the Russian revolutionist must 
proceed by the methods outlined; he must 
make the life of hh enemy a burden to him ; 
he must reduce by detail. It is a si?ge, one 
that must be long, and one that cannot 
but be cruel and bloody. The people say 
to the Czir, “ We are rasiy to assbt 
you 
against the Socialists 
if 
you 
will give us the means—freedom of speech, 
and a national representation.” But the Gov­ 
ernment replies : “ AH we want cf society 13 
to act the part of spy.” Thus tiie Govern­ 
ment bscomss isolated, society refusing on the 
one hand to act f ha spy, and the terrorists on 
the other forcing the Government to live en 
the very point of tho bayonet. “ This is the 
secret explaining the mystery of the Terror­ 
istic s'ruggle,” and why it is not so unequal 
83 to these at a distance may appear. 
So we close the bcok with ths reflection 
that the author has constantly lost eight of 
the fact that his terrorists, assassins and con­ 
spirators, in their extravagance of z*al for 
liberty, have lost sight cf the spirit of liberty, 
which cannot be bora of such me’hods as tho 
terrorists adopt and grow to the strength of 
maturity that will be free fi-om shame. He 
loses sight of tho fact that the terrorists snp- 
prsised the possibilities in Alexander II., 
who won the title of liberator, and who was 
driven back to that which the terrorists 
despise and resist by the acts of their own 
party; in short, when reform was coming 
about in Russia by natural evolutionary pro­ 
cesas?, the fanatical terrorists, however justi­ 
fiable their demands ussy be in part, turned 
backward the tide of progress jast as it was 
setting in.

At 
that time he was pretty drunk but could 
walk. I'reston, I think, was sober. 
The Justice then exhibited to the jury the 
pistol with which the shooting had been done 
and the pen-kDÍfe found in the pocket of the 
deceased. Charles T. Jones wa> present on 
behalf of Preston, and District Attorney 
Craig and Sheriff Watkins arrived just as 
the last witness had finished testifying. The 
jury retired about 9 o’clock, and at 9:30 the 
following verdict was rendered :

Yesterday Governor Sioneman pardoned 


phened immediately to this city, and a sur­ 
geon, half a dozen newspaper reporters, sev­ 
eral officers and a large crowd c-f people 
rcshed across the bridge to the scene oi the 
homicide. In the meantime I’reston went to 
tbe office of R. If. Buckingham, Justice of 
tbe Peace, gave himself up to fhat offi­ 
cer, and also handed over tbe pistol 
with which he stated the shooting 
had been done. The Justice turned 1’restoa 
over to Constable Todhuuter, with instruc­ 
tions to take him to Sacramento arid ledge 
him in the city prison. When tha H ecobd- 
Union reporter arrived at the scene of the 
murder the wounded man had been cmveyed 
to room No. 1 in the Olive Branch Hotel. 
He was found lying on a bed with an ugly 
bullet wound, wuicb bed eutcred just in front 
of his ear, immediately beluw the eye, and 
had passed directly through his head. He 
was covered with blood, as was also the bed- 
clothing, and a large basin which stood near 
the bed (was filled with blood that had flowed 
, from the ugly wound. He wa3 a horrible 
sight to behold, and the furious oaths that be 
was using were horrible to hear. He lived 
about an hour and twenty minutes, and died 
with an oath on his lips. From tbosa around, 
who were witnesses to the affair, it seems that 
Feeney, who is addicted to drink, is, when 
intoxicated, very abusive. Several daye since, 
while under the influence of liquor, 
he stopped at 
Preston's to get a 
drink of whisky, and while there became 
drowsy and went to sleep on a bench. Whilo 
he was snoozing some one stole from him a 
package containing a few small purchases. 
When he sobered up he accused Preston of 
having robbed him. 
He went home, but 
when he became intoxicated yesterday he re­ 
turned to Preston’s place and abused the lat­ 
ter in the pretence of his f imily in the most 
outrageous manner, using all the vile epithets 
he could think cf, and seemed to wish to pro­ 
voke Preston to fight. He left the house, but 
afte:ward returned, when the two met on the 
levee about fiftvfeet from Preston’s door, and 
eugaged in a sen ffls,during which tbe fatal shot 
waa fired. Preston has a wife and five small 
children, and has been engaged in business in 
Washington fur a great many years. Feeney 
was a married man, bad no children, and 
lived very unhappily with his wife. It is said 
he treated her at times very cruelly, and that 
she was making arrangements to commence 
suit for a divorce at the next term of Court. 
Mrs. Fteney and Mrs. Preston were in the 
hotel talking together when the fight on the 
levee waa taking place. Feeney was a mem­ 
ber of the old Emmet Guard, worked for a 
long time for R. -J. Merkley, and until he be­ 
came addicted to drink was esteemed and 
highly respected. Judge Buckingham tele­ 
graphed immediately to District Attorney 
Craig and Sheriff Watkins at Woodland. 
THE INQUEST, 
At 7 o’clock last evening the jury impan­ 
eled by Justice Buckingham, to inquire into 
the cause of the death of tha deceased, as­ 
sembled in the hall of the Clive Branch 
Hotel and were eworn in. P. K. Stockton 
waa sworn in to take down the testimony 
phonographically. 
. 
Tho first witness called was Mrs. Mary 
Feeney, wife of the deceased. She recognized 
the body as that of her husband, Barney 
Feeney. He was a native of Ireland, and 40 
years of age. She last saw him alive about 
half paRt 12, between Hanson’s Hotel and 
that c f Pre3ton’g. At that time he was going 
in the direction of I’restcn’s Hotel. About 
two weeks ago Feeney went to Sacramento 
and bought some shirting. Before he re­ 
turned home he got drunk, stepped at Pres­ 
ton’s, laid down on a bench, and while there 
lost his package. He was told that Pre3ton 
had taken the bundle and put it away for 
safe keeping. He afterwards called for it, 
David Williams, who was serving a 20-years’ i and.waB ÍDtorm\A}>y Mrs Preston that the

. _ the knife usually carried by the deceased, 
and when shown the one found upon his per­ 
son she immediately recognjzed it and said it 
was tbe only knife he carried. 
Valentine Carberry, swern—Coming up 
the levee from his dinner ha saw Preston 
leaning against a pear tree, and at the same 
time observed Feeney coming down the levee, 
Feeney called Preeton a s—n of nb—h and a 
coward, when Preston made a rush for him 
and caught him around the neck. Immedi­ 
ately I heard a pistol-shot. I did not see the 
pistol until after it was discharged. At the 
tima of the shooting was about 200 yards 
away, or at a poiDt opposite the tank at the 
shipyard. From where he stood nothing ob- 
stiucted his view, and he could see them 
plainly. Feeney spoke very loud and could 
hear him distinctly. The shooting took place 
at a point about midway between the two 
hotels. 
Edward Carberry—Don’t know much about 
it. Mrs. Preston called to me to go in the 
bar-room and stop Fred, saying that Feeney 
wa3 drunk and they wore going to fight. Met 
I’reston coming out with a large sized navy 
revolver iu his hand. Called to him, and he 
went back into the room and threw the 
weapon down upon tbe bureau, and picked up 
a smaller nickel-plated pistol and put it into 
his pocket. He then walked oat, but said he 
would behave himself. Feeney by this time 
had gone away. This was ten or fifteen 
minutes before the shooting. During all this 
time did not hear Feeney speak- a word. 
About five minutes after the shot saw Preston 
in the bar-room, his overshirt off, his hand 
cut, bound up with a handkerchief and bleed­ 
ing. Preston said, “ Go and get my hat for 
me.” Went for his hat, and found it under 
the legs of Feeney, who had to he moved in 
order to get it oat. Did not see Preston take 
any liquor or make any threats. 
James Donovan—Came out from dinner at 
Hanson’s about halt-past 12 and took a seat 
on the stoop. While sitting there saw Fee­ 
ney and Preston get into a fight, and heard a 
shot. Feeney had been claiming shortly be­ 
fore that Preston had some of his money and 
he was gotDg to get it. Preston came from 
towards bis house and met Feeney, when 
they clinched. Did not hear Preston say 
anything. Saw a pistol ia his hands, but saw 
no knife. Preston hit Feeney over the head 
several times with the pistol. He had the 
pistol in his hands when they clinched. 
William Williams—Was at Hanson’s 
saloon, just across the street, when I ob­ 
served two men scuffling, heard a pistol shot, 
ana immediately one of them lying in the 
road bleeding. 
A few minutes before the 
shotting, saw Feeney in Hanson’s saloon. 
Saw a weapon of some kind in Preston’s 
hand. Did not understand anything that 
was said between the parties. After the 
shooting, viewed the body of the wounded 
man. The man who did the shooting went 
away before I got to the body. 
Julius Anderson—Was at Hanson’s hotel 
shortly after dinner, when I heard loud 
talking. 
Heard the shot, looked in that 
direction, and eaw the wounded man fall and 
Preston walk immediately to his house. Am 
not acquainted with either party. The whole 
affair aid not last a minute ; it was merely a 
tussle, a shot, and ail over. Did not see any 
striking to amount to anything. Was about 
thirty feet from them. . 
Bernard Timmins—Was in front of the 
Washington House shortly after twelve. 
Feeney was there r-lso, and was calling some 
one a s— of a b— and a bastard. His remarks 
were addressed to no one in particular. Saw 
that he was intoxicated ; spoke to and ad­ 
vised him to go home. He said he had noth­ 
ing sgamst any one in the Washington 
House, but that Preston had robbed him of 
§23. Saw them meet and clinch. Did not 
observe Preston nntil they clinched, and 
don’t know who struck the first blow. Saw 
no weapons in the hands of either. 
Charles Hanson—Was at my pump getting 
water when observed Feeney going toward 
Preston’s. 
He afterwards returned, but 
shortly afterwards started for Preston’s again, 
calling to the latter, saying, “ Come out, you 
d 
n thief.” Went into my house, and 
whilo there heard a pistol shot. Went to the 
door immediately and saw Preston going to 
his house. Only a few moments before had 
ordered Feeney out of my house. 
James Coults—Saw none of the difficulty. 
Camo along a few minutes after the shootiDg 
and eaw the wounded man lying on the 
levee. 
Alex. Hunt—Saw the deceased going up 
the levee, when he met his wife and accosted 
her by calling her a fc 
h. That attracted 
rry attention and caused me to watch him. 
He then came down the levee to Preston’s. 
He then went up the levee again, and I heard 
him say some one had Btolen a package. 
From the languega he used think he was 
noder the influence of liquor; he was able to 
walk, but don’t think he could have done 
much fighting. Mrs. Preston was standing 
in the door and Feeney was addressing her, 
saying, “ Send out that thief of your’s." 
Afterwards heard a tussle and a shot, but 
did nnt see Preston. 
L. C. Todhunter, constable—Was a block 
away when the shooting occurred.’ Preston 
surrendered fcimseff to me. His right baud 
was bleeding badly and was wrapped with 


term in San Quentin Prison for the murder 
cf his wife ia Contra Costa county. He wa3 
sentenced in 1879. 
the Board of Prison 
Directors’ meeting only 25th they unani­ 
mously recommended that he be commuted 
to 10 years. A petition, containing the 
names of tha jurors that found the man 
guilty, tbe Judge who sentenced him, the 
county officers and several hundred other cit­ 
izens of Contra Costa county, asking for 
Williams’ pardon, was also submitted to the 
Governor, and a full pardon was granted. 
Williams in 1879 was working in the Contra 
Costa county coal mines, and was sending all 
his earnings to his wife to support herself and 
children. When he came down from the 
mines he found his children “ at large ” and 
his wife in a house of prostitution. 
Joseph Downey, convicted of battery re­ 
cently iu Hot Pnrings, Napa county, and 
sentenced to the C.-nntv .Tail for six months 
anj to pay a fine of §500, or in default, to 
serve one additional day in the Couuty Jail 
for each dollar of the fine. Downey is a boy 
under 20 years of age. He had some trouble 
with a woman over a S5-oiece. She had him 
arrested, and ire was tried before a Justice of 
the Peace without counsel. The pardon was 
granted on the application of 207 citizens of 
Napa county. The six months’ imprison­ 
ment had b»en nearly served. 
Elwood Bruner, counsel for Simon Eaten, 
the murderer of James Lansing, of this 
city, ’called upon the Governor yesterday and 
presented a petition for the commutation of 
his client’s sentence from the death penalty 
to imprisonment for life. Tha petition con­ 
tained the names cf six of the jurors who 
found the murderer guilty, a number of 
county officers and many attorneys-at-law. 
The remainder of the 81 signatures were 
names of business men in Sacramento. The 
matter was taken under advisement by the 
Governor. 
C alvary B aptist Society.—Rev. J. Q. A. 
Henry, pastor of the Calvary Baptist church, 
recently received a call to the First Baptist 
church at Stockton, and accompanied by such 
assurances as it was hoped by the church ex­ 
tending the call would secure its prompt ac­ 
ceptance. Mr. Henry has, however, declined 
making any change in hie pastoral settlement, 
which decision receives the warmest approval 
cf the Calvary Baptist Society, and which 
will emphasize the fact by at once entering 
open making improvements and enlargement 
of the church building to make it more c.un- 
modions for the increasing congregation. The 
necessity for this enlargement has been felt 
for some time, bat a debt reeling npon the 
church has delayed the undertaking. Now, 
however, at the same time that the call of 
the pastor to another church is de­ 
clined, Elwocd Kimball, the well-known 
lay evangelist, and “ clmreh-debt extin­ 
guisher,” made a visit to the city, and 
by aid of his efforts, with Calvary Scciety, the 
debt of the church has been successtully 
raised, aDd a suffieieut amount in addition to 
meet in advance the entire cost of the in* 
proven,ei.t- and changes to be made in the 
church edifice.

Their Departure Yesterday—The Marys­ 
ville Souvenir—To Arrive To-day. 
Yesterday morning El Dorado Command­ 
ery, No. 4. and Marysville Commandery, 
No. 7, arrived in Sacramento by trains ac­ 
cording to previous arrangement. They were 
each received at the depot by a delegation 
from Sacramento Commandery, No. 2. A 
large crowd of people a’so a^m bled at Ihe 
depot to meet friends who were announced 
in the lists, published in the Recorp-Union 
yesterday, to arrive. 
Shortly after 12 o’clock Sacramento Com­ 
mandery, to the number of ninety members, 
headed by tha newly-uniformed First Artil­ 
lery band, marched from their asylum to the 
depot. They presented a remarkably fine ap­ 
pearance, and Saorameutans need not fear 
for the reputation of their city. At 12:30 
o'clock, a train consisting of nine cars pulled 
out of tho depot amidst the waving of hand­ 
kerchiefs and with the good wishes of tbe ae- 
Bemtled multitude. A number of Knights 
from Chico, Rid Bhrff ant Or oville came 
down on tho Mary.vUla train independent of 
Commanderies. and departed on the special 
train. At Davisville A carload of Woodland 
Knights were taken on. O.i the arrival of 
the train at the Bay they were met by Ilodie 
Commandery in full uniform and a delega­ 
tion of Golden Gato Commandery of Ssn 
Francisco in fatigue dress, and from the ferry 
landing they were e-corted to the Triennial 
Committee headquarters. 
Tire souveDir of the Marysville C >m- 
mamlery deserves more than a pasting notice. 
It is of heavy card, gilt-edged and double 
sheet, being, when folded, eight by five ir ches 
in size. On the center of tho first page is r. 
neat monogram. “ M. C 7, K. of T.” Above 
is the word “ Souvenir,” and b»!ow “ Trien­ 
nial Conclave. San Francisco, 1883.” On the 
second page, beneath a splendid representa­ 
tion of a handsome badge which the members 
of the Commandery wear, is a list of the 
names of the members. On the fourth page 
is an exceedingly non tinted mpraving. The 
(tost object the eye rests eu is three mounted 
Knights of "ye olden time.” The Knights 
aie looking across a somewhat narrow ex­ 
panse of wate-, and looking in that direction 
the Marysville Buttes are seen in the 
distance. To is gives tho whole thing away, 
and at once the buildings just across the 
water are recognized as tne ci:y of Marys­ 
ville, tbe water Feather river, an i the houses 
ct the lower right-hand corner, Yuba City. 
What the Knights are doing, or how they 
got there, still remains a myttery. 
The 
only solution probable is that they are goiDg 
to defend Marysville from the hydraulic 
miner. The last page of the souvenir shows 
a castle in the background, a mounted Knight 
in tha front, with his eyes directed toward a 
refulgent cross suspended in the clouds, and 
over it, in on oval, the words, “ In hoc signo 
vinces.” 
The train which arrived from the East yes­ 
terday afternoon was the largest pa-seuger 
train ever brought we6t over tha Sacramento 
division, and contained ovtr 400 passengers. 
When tbe Triennial Conclave was held in 
Chicago in 1880, California sent a large and 
moBt creditable representation to that great 
aEsemblage. When tbe fact of their coining 
was made known, St. Bernard Commandery, 
No. 35, of Chicago, determined to give their 
fraters a right royal welcome, and succeeded 
most admirably. In order to render the re­ 
ception cf the Californians more impressive, 
at the same time agreeable, thirteen members 
of St. Bernard, in full uniform, accompanied 
by a full quartet and band, proceeded fo 
Council Bluffs, ECO miles distant from Chi­ 
cago, and there awaited their coming. Their 
traiu was a magnificent one, elegantly deco­ 
rated and filled to repletion with everything 
appetizing 
and 
pleasant. 
When the 
Knights from California reached Council 
Bluffs they were confronted with a lordly 
welcome that surprised and pleased them. 
This was but a forerunner of the courtesies 
to be extended by the St. Barnards, for aftor 
the arrival of the Californians iu Chicago 
their courtefy and attention knew no bounds. 
It was determined by the California Knights 
this year that romething handsome should be 
doneiu tfco way of a reciprocal ion. The S:. 
Bernards will arrive in San Francisco to­ 
day by special train.

DAM RESOLUTIONS. 
Yesterday the Board of City Trustees held 
a special meeting in the afternoon to consider 
toe question oi erecting dams on the tnoua- 
t tin stream s to bold back tbe moving debris, 
and the following was ordered to be tele­ 
graphed to the Secretary of War at once : 
Hon. Robert T. Lincoln, Secretary oi War, Wash- 
i- gton, L>. C.: At a meeting of the Trustees of the 
City oí Sacramento, held this 17th day of August, 
18S3,tbe following was unanimously adopted and 
ordered transmitted to you by telegraph : 
Whereas, An apparently authentic rumor has 
come to us to the itTect that some Congressmen and 
ex Congressmen from California have united with 
the hydraulic miners in an endeavor to prevail on 
you to permit the appropriation placed in your 
custody for the improvement and preservation of 
th e, navigation of the Sacramento and Feather 
rivers,” to bo used for the cons ruction of dams 
therein, we earnestly hut respectfully urge you to 
adhere to your original determination upon this 
subject—net to allow that money, or any portion 
thereof, to be used iu t!|g construction of dams 
while hydraulic mining continues. The construc­ 
tion of dams is urged for the sole purpose of allow­ 
ing the hydraulic miners, who have done so much 
harm already to our waterways and lands, to con­ 
tinue in their work of destruction, to still pi ur 
their detritus into the pub ic s're.ims, to further 
choke our rivers, to close navigation entirely, and 
to place ia still greater jeopardy the capital of 
California, with its 820,000,000 of property and 
22,0:0 population. 
We ask you, then, in the name of our injured 
people, and in the name of common justice, not to 
let the public money be used to add to our affliction. 
We hereby instruct the City Attorney to take such 
legal measures as may be necessary to prevent debris 
dams being constructed iu the river north or east of 
this city, and to secure the punishment of all per 
sons committing, or attempting to commit such 
nuisances.

MUSIC AND DRAMA. 


The number of sheep íd New Mexico is 
reported to have increased from 10,000,000 
in ISS0 to 20,000,000 at the present time. 
New rope for halters, it ia said, can be 
made permanently soft and pliable Tiy 
boiling two houra in water, and then dry­ 
ing it in the sun or in a warm room. 
A Minneapolis man has invented a way 
to compress wheat bran into solid bars like 
sticks of wood, and it is thought that in 
tbia form it may be largely exported. The 
stick can be prepared for use either by cut­ 
ting up or soaking in water. 
An old farmer suggests that if the farm­ 
ers of the country would publish their 
mistakes, there would be more information 
imparted than by the usuai mode of tell­ 
ing their success. There is no question 
but that such would be the case, or what 
would be the better method and most prac­ 
tical of all, would be to publish mistakes 
and success together. 
The observation of Waldo F. Brown is 
that “ the temptation is often presented to 
the farmer to ir.veat in some other business 
as soon as he has a few hundred dollars 
saved. I believe that in a majority of 
cases it ia unwise. The business of con­ 
ducting a farm ia enough for any man, and 
he ought to be able to use his capital to 
better advantage there than any place 
else.” 
The editor of the Ohio Farmer says : 
“ I have given much thought to the causes 
of the failure of the wheat crop, and dur­ 
ing the period of wheat Bowing last fall 
traveled more than a thousand miles, and 
paid close attention to the condition of the 
soil, and I believe the greatest of all 
causes of short crops—not to say failures— 
is a want of thorough preparation of the 
soil.” 
A Western farmer who tried wheat bran 
as a manure for wheat, reports that the 
effect of an application of one ton of bran 
to the acre was equal to that obtained from 
the UtU 1 application of. a mixture of bone 
duBt, guano, lijne and wood ashes, and the 
difference in yield of the crops that re­ 
ceived bran as compared with those not so 
treated was very great.—[Boston Tran­ 
script. 
Pare, wholesome milk in a clean cellar 
or milk-house, where the temperature is 
not over seventy degrees, will keep sweet 
for thirty-six hours, and will not become 
thick under forty-eight hours. Otherwise 
something is wrong with the cows. A cow 
exposed to the hot sun in a pasture, or 
having impnre water to drink, can not be 
in a healthy condition, and the lirst ap­ 
pearance of trouble will be the premature 
souring of the milk.—[New England 
Fanner. 
It is claimed that corn is the most suit­ 
able food for hens sitting. The require­ 
ments of a sitter differ from those of other 
hens. Keeping qniet and without much 
exercise, not much is required to sustain 
life, and their food should be of such a na­ 
ture as to digest slowly. For this reason 
whole grain is preferred, and corn is 
thought to be much the beat. Soft food of 
any kind is soon digested, and the hen be­ 
comes hungry, and either leaves the nest 
too frequently or becomes very poor. The 
advantage of corn over other grain ia that 
it is more oily and not so likely to stimu­ 
late the production of eggs, and, being 
hard and compact, is digested much slower 
than other grain/ 
A little more'than a decade ago a new 
disease began to despoil the potato near 
Stavanger, Norway, and it has been stead­ 
ily increasing in virulence year after year. 
Fungoid growths infest the stem, reducing 
its interior in the first place to a sort of 
pulp, and at last so prey npon the plant 
that the stems are mere hollow reeds which 
readily fall to the ground. The ripe germs 
of the fungus are about the size of a small 
bean, and when they remain in the earth 
all winter they are found when the warm 
season commences sending out minute 
spores, which attack the plant before it 
shows itself on the snrface. The ravages 
of this pest are most marked about the end 
of July and the beginning of August. 
A writer in the Southern Farmer says 
that his cow giveB all the milk that is 
wanted in a family of eight, and that from 
it, after taking all that is required for other 
purposes, 260 pounds of butter were made 
this year. This is in part his treatment of 
the cow: ‘‘If you desire to get a large 
yield of rich milk, give your cows every 
day water slightly warmed and slightly 
salted, in which bran has been stirred at 
the rate of one quart to two gallons of 
water. You will find, if you have this 
daily practice, that your cow will give 
twenty-tive per cent more milk immedi­ 
ately under the effects of it, and she will 
become so attached to the diet a3 to refuse 
to drink clear water unless very thirsty ; 
but this mess she will drink almost any 
time and ask for more. The amount of 
this drink necessary is an ordinary pail at 
a time, morning, noon and night." 
The experiments so far as tried in rais­ 
ing Russian barley in this State have 
proved highly satisfactory. The People's 
Cause, speaking of it, says : “ J. N. Crom­ 
well, farming a part of R. H. Blossom’s 
ranch, ton miles west of town, brought to 
this office yesterday a specimen of what is 
known as Russian or Iceland barley. The 
heads are from six to eight inches long, 
heavily bearded, bnt not well filled with 
grain, as the north wind came at the time 
it was in the dongh and caused the grain to 
be shriveled. Mr. Cromwell thinks Rus­ 
sian barley will mak9 good hog or burse 
feed, and in a good season will yield at 
least thirty-five sacks to the acre. He 
sowed about a quarter of an acre, and will 
have six sacks of grain. He intends to sow 
the whole of this year’s crop next winter, 
and see what the yield will be in a good 
crop year. We learn that other persons 
are desirous of testing the value of this 
grain as a crop for horse and hog feed.” 
A few years ago, while a well in this 
place was being cleaned, a half-pound of 
butter was found in the bottom, as good 
end sweet as when lirst mads. Blow long 
it had been there no one Ynew. The pres­ 
ent occnpant of the premises has been fif­ 
teen years on the place, and the pnmp 
being in constant nee, there had been no 
occasion to have it cleaned. The butter 
mast have been there ail this time, and 
how long before is not known. The out­ 
side was of a paler color than that within, 
but otherwise there was no change. It is 
not nnknown to good dairy folks that but­ 
ter will keep welt in cool, pure spring wa­ 
ter, and some have taken advantage of the 
fact to preserve butter in close vessels un­ 
der the surface. But we think it is not 
generally known that it would keep so long 
in actual contact with the water. It might 
be of great value whether this hint about 
preserving butter might not be taken ad­ 
vantage of so as to initiate a regular plan 
of preserving butter sweet and fresh until 
markets or other circumstances favor good 
prices. It is cue of the weaknesses of the 
butter business that at some seasons prices 
are ruinously low, and tfce usnal remedy 
of potting is not a very good cure,* The 
water, of course, must be ccol and pure. 
At a high temperature, such as most water 
near the snrface reaches, vegetable organ­ 
isms from that would soon communicate 
decay to any organic matter in the water; 
hat there are many placea where a lagoon

Leslie has ended his engagement 
at the Comedy Theater, London, after 
playing “ Rip Van W inkle” for over 200 
nights. 
Edmund Yates has dramatized his own 
novel, “ Broken to Harness,” and Kate 
Vaughn, the Gaiety dancer, ia starring in 
it through the Eoglish provinces. 
Fran Sophie Menter has been elected an 
honorary member of the London Philhar­ 
monic Society. This is the first time tbis 
honor has been bestowed on a woman. 
Julia Vaughn, a talented actress, who 
was married off the stage a few years ago, 
has been granted a divorce by the New 
York Courts, and will now resume the 
profession. 
Irving will bring ”0 persons to America 
with him, Tnese 70 persons include the 
actors and actresses, musical director, stage 
director, costumer, property man, and Cap­ 
tain of the supers. 
Breitkopf & Hartel have issued the third 
edition of Schumann's completo writings 
on “ Music and Musicians,” which have 
also been well translated into English by 
Mrs. Ritter, of Poughkeepsie, 
The receipts of the first four perform­ 
ances of “ Parsifal” at Bayreuth this sum­ 
mer amounted to 72,000 marks, or over 
$1,000 a night. The total result is not yet 
known, but is said to be satisfactory. 
The Paris Menestrel states that King 
Ludwig, of Bavaria, has dispatched several 
architects to Bayreuth in order to ascertain 
whether Wagner’s theater could not be 
transferred to Munich and rebuilt there, 
Carl Engel, in his “ History of the Vio­ 
lin Family,” calls attention to the fact 
that onr present instruments have re­ 
mained unaltered in construction and out­ 
ward appearance during a period of nearly 
400 years. 
The ambition of modern French com­ 
posers, according to the Gegenwart, is to 
unite in one work the simplicity of the 
older stylo of melody with the glitter of 
Italian florid music, the realism of the 
modern recitative, and the grand instru­ 
mentation of Berlioz and Wagner, 
The Vienna Conservatory is making ar­ 
rangements for a great Mozart festival for 
next autumn. Many great artists will co­ 
operate, among them Rubenstein. The 
guests will be brought in special trains 
from all the large cities. The proceeds are 
to be devoted to tee projected Mezart 
monument. 
A writer in the Contemporary Rtcieio 
stateB that in Taris " it is moro difficult 
for a musician to find an opening in the 
theater than in the concert room, and 
especially at the Grand Opera, which, in 
consequence of the excessive luxury of its 
arrangements and the deplorable character 
of its public—composed chiefly of passing 
strangers and of fashionable subscribers 
who know and care nothing about art—is 
absolutely incapable of progress or ini­ 
tiative.” 
Bernhardt has changed all her original 
business in “Fedora,” eo as to escape com­ 
parison with Mrs. Bernard-Beere, who 
was accused of imitating her. This will 
make it necessary for Fanny Davenport to 
restudy the part. It Í3 rumored that 
eifher Clara Morris or Agnes Booth will 
play a version of “ Fedora” at the Fifth 
Avenue. This will be hard upon Miss 
Davenport, who has paid Sardou for the 
play, and oaght to be allowed to enjoy it 
exclusively. 
The London Referee records the visit to 
Cambridgeport, Massachusetts, of William 
Calder, an American star, who, it seems, 
has been touring the British provinces for 
five years. It says: “ Mr. Calder has 
played “ Rip Van W inkle” amongst us 
more than a thousand times, and the best 
compliment we can pay him—and it is a 
deserved one—is to say that in point of 
humor and pathos there is not much to 
choose between his rendering of the char­ 
acter and that of Joseph Jefferson.” 
The most racy and effective parte in the 
popular eye of the early period were per­ 
haps those of the stage demons, to whom 
the utmost license, both of coBtume and 
antics, appears to have been conceded, and 
whose presence was felt not only on the 
stage, but in various practical jokes on one 
another or the audience. In an older mys- 
stery a stage direction bids them “ clatter 
their cauldrons and stewpans.” One may 
suppose how the hair of the audience would 
stand on end at the sound, and may con­ 
jecture what a very different eet of nerves 
it would tickle now. Stage demons with 
horns and scaly tails U3ed to appear within 
living memory in the last Beene of “ Don 
Giovanni,” and ministers of retribution, 
but have lately been dropped in order to 
keep the ridiculous at a respectable dis­ 
tance. As reliefs to the public miud from 
the overstrain of these terrors, comedy and 
farce found their fitting place, and flour­ 
ished as reagents to the terror and pity of 
the “ Passion Play.”—[The Edinburgh Re­ 
view.

8CIEHHFIC NOTES. 
According to M. Dreulafait the mean 
daily evaporation of the water of the sea on 
the southern coast of Francs is at least six 
milimeters. 
The complete destruction of the carcasses 
of animals that have died of contagious 
diseases is recommended by M. Girard, 
He would dissolve the bodies in cold con 
centrated sulphuric acid. 
It is reported in the Gaceta Industrial 
that the Metallurgical Society of San Juan 
de Alcarez has succeeded in manufacturing 
excellent copper tabes without soldering, 
and so as to be able to compete with all 
other similar prod acts. 
The scintillation of stars, Montigny as­ 
serts, increase daring auroras, the increase 
being very marked in «'inter. The differ­ 
ence is most noticeable in the northern 
stars. When a magnetic disturbance is in­ 
dicated at the Brussels Observatory the 
frequency of the scintillation becomes 
greater with the intensity of the storm 
Considerable obscurity hangs about tbis 
whole subject. 
This is a new German method for pre 
paring a pressed enamel upon glass : A 
mixture of dry enamel, thick pice oil and 
dammar lac is laid on the glass in a semi­ 
dried state. After drying the drawing is 
pressed in. The enamel is then burned. 
In this way it is possible to reproduce the 
forms of ligares in Blight relief, the feath 
era of birds, the hairs of animals, and the 
veins of leaves. 
Prof. O. C. Marsh—see August number 
of the Journal of the Franklin Institute— 
ia confirmed in his opinion that the foot­ 
prints in the sandstone in the yard of the 
State Prison, near Carson. Nev., had not 
been made by the human foot as had been 
supposed, but by some huge EdentateB. 
He states that the important fact has 
lately been determined that some of the 
tracks show impressions of the fore feet. 
Very little concussion was felt from the 
firing of tfce 80-ton gun» by those manag­ 
ing them inside the new turret cn Dover 
pier. At tte recent trial battering charges 
were uBed. The only damage done by the 
monster ordnance during the firing was 
the scraping of some of the cement and the 
breaking of the glass of the light-house. 
Five rounds in all were discharged, but the 
test lasted two hours.

WHAT

DID. 


In 1826, while at Washington, I received 
an invitation from Mr. Clay to dinner. 
The day after, the porter of Gadsby’s Ho­ 
tel, where I was staying, said to me ; 
“ I 
hope you will accept Mr. Clay’s invitation, 
sir.’’ 
I n&id : “ How did you know I had 
an invitation from Mr. Clay?” 
“ Oh, sir, 
the letter came through the office, and we 
all know Mr. Clay’s handwriting.” 
He 
repeats d his hope that I would go, and 
added : 
“ Gentlemen sometimes come to 
W ashington on business without bringing 
their dress coats w pB them ; possibly you 
may have forgotten j*urs ; if you did, you 
would do me a great favor by accepting 
one that I havn’t worn, aud which would 
fit you nicely.” 
The porter, who was evi­ 
dently an observing and sagacious man, 
had divined the truth. 
I not only had not 
brought a dress coat, but I did not possess 
one to bring, and was really regretting the 
necessity of declining the invitation for 
that reason. 
But the porter urged his 
offer with such kindness and delicacy 
that I accepted both tho coat and the in­ 
vitation. 
General Jackson, in 1S2S. succeeded Mr. 
Adams as President. 
From that time un­ 
til 1840, during the administrations of 
'Jackson and Van Buren, a period of twelve 
years, I was not again in Washington. 
In 
the latte* year, after the election of Gen­ 
eral Harrison, I again visited the city, and 
in passing through the Treasury Depart­ 
ment I encountered my old friend Brady, 
the thoughtful porter whose coat I had 
worn to Mr. Clay's dinner, and with whom 
I exohanged a very' hearty greeting. 
He 
informed me that he had received a clerk­ 
ship in the department from General Jack­ 
son, but as the “ spoils belonged to the vio- 
tors,” he now expected to lose his place. 
After parting with him I went to the Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury, Mr. Ewing, and 
related to him the peculiar obligation un­ 
der which I had formerly placed myself to 
the friendly porter, adding, what I was 
quite sure he would find true, that he was 
a very capable and faithful clerk. 
The 
Secretary was amused at the nature of the 
obligation I had incurred years before, and 
•hesrfully consented to retain my friend in 
lis situation. 
In 1843, while again at Washington, the 
Ion. D. D. Barnard, onr representative 
rom Albany’, invited me to dinner. 
His 
‘m ess” consisted of the Hon. John Greig 
f Canaudaigua, the Hon. Henry Van 
lenssalaer of Odensburgh, and the Hon. 
ared Ingersoll of Philadelphia—a very 
elect and refined circle, all being gentle- 
len of high social position. 
When the 
esert was about to be brought on, it be- 
ng an exceedingly hot day, Mr. Greig sug- 
ested that we should move to the veranda, 
/here we could enjoy the cool breeze from 
he river. 
In going from the dining-room 
o the veranda, I discovered in the person 
rranging the table, my old friend Brady, 
ue porter, with whom I cordially shook 
ands. 
I learned from the brief questions 
put to him, that he was the host of that 
louse, jand that these members of Con­ 
fess were his guests. 
As soon as he 
etired, I commenced relating the story of 
he coat, which my fastidious friend Mr 
'.arnard attempted to interrupt, from a 
ense of horror that a friend whom he had 
ionored with an invitation 
to dinner 
■hould voluntarily confess that he had 
worn a porter’s coat to a dinner with the 
Secretary of State. 
Mr. Ingereoll’s sus­ 
ceptibilities seemed also to he disturbed ; 
but Mr. Greig. one of “ nature’s noble- 
nen," and Mr. Van Kenssalaer, an accom- 
ilished son of the old patroon, and son-in- 
iw of the late John A. King, enjoyed the 
iory immensely, and insisted upon having 
’.rady called in to give his version of the 
•icident. 
My old friend remained through 
everal administrations in the Treasury 
•epartment, and died years ago, exten- 
vely known and greatly respected among 
he citizens of Washington.—[From “ Au- 
obiography of Thurlow Weed.”

Lxthrop. New York : Harper & Brothers. 
This is a collection in book form of the papéis 
that appeared under this name in Harper’s 
Monthly Magazine.

New Y ork; Macmillan & Co. This 
second novel of Mr. Crawford is more proba­ 
ble than “ Mr. Isaacs,” and yet has withal a 
plot sufficiently involved to hold the reader’s 
interest till the end. Dr. Claudius seems to 
become King of Sweden, or Rome equally ex­ 
alted person age, and has a great deal of power 
with the Russian Government, bnt these 
things are not the only points of lesemblance 
between Mr. Crawford’s novel and Lard 
Beaconsfield’s earlier and more brilliant books. 
Thert| is the Bame almost passionate in­ 
terest in living for its own sake, the 
same feelings of haviDg more good things 
to say than there ie space to say them 
in, and, by the way, Carlyle’s saying that 
the French nobles did not like Jean Jacques 
Rousseau’s [books, but the Becoud edition was 
bound with their skins, is as new as it is 
memorable. 
The difference between the 
spirit of Europe and the spirit of America ii 
shown when the American thinks a besieged 
castle could have been destroyed by dyna­ 
mite, to which the Swede replies that the 
ruin at present would be lees picturesque, 
and the A mericau persists that the destruc­ 
tion at the time would have been more effect­ 
ive. The love motive is paramount aud the 
heroine, American by birth, as tiue as she is 
bewitching.

“ An Inland Voyage.” By Robert Louis 
Stevenson. Boston : Roberts Brothers. Mr. 
Stevenson is a writer destined to grow 
steadily in popularity with readers who can 
appreciate his limpid, idiomatic Englfch 
style, his manly, intelligent, kindly views of 
life, and his charm in pointing out the un­ 
noticed pleasant things of every-doy exist­ 
ence. To read one book of his is certain to 
make one desire another, and the present 
volume is an enviable introduction to his 
writings. The inland voyage is made through 
the canals and rivers of Belgium in two 
canoes with sails—the Arethusa and Cigar­ 
ette—occupied respectively by Mr. Stevenson 
and a freud, of whom the author merrily 
says in his preface that he owes him many 
thanks already, and wishes he owed him 
nothing else. The joys, the loves, the la- 
b>rs of the Belgian?, their odd French, their 
inns, and all the incidents and ecenes of 
travel, are told with unflagging verve and 
imparted interest until the end. The canoes 
enter France upon the river Oise, where the 
last two days of blue costumeB and of peas­ 
ants upon green banks the author calls “ a 
symphony in forget-me-not.”

“ Tiger Lily and Other Stories.” By Julia 
Schayer. The materials of these stories are 
conventional to a degree, and conventionally 
combined, but there is the right ring in 
the telling. 
A fervent appreciation of that 
“ mystery of the cruelly of things,” which 
it seems the province or peculiarity of wo­ 
men to feel with singular acuteness. Tiger 
Liiy is a poor, fierce child, with a few drops 
of mulatto bloM in her that make her a butt 
for her srhool-fellows, while the freckles on 
her dark skin make her like the flower which 
gives the name to the story.

The CommtsslonerB’ Rates ¿ccepted 'Under 
Protest. 


The new achrdule of railroad ratea for pas­ 
senger carriage go into effect to-morrow, the 
C entral and Southern Pacific R ailroad C om ­ 
panies having notified tin R ailroad Commis­ 
sioners of their accept :.nce, b u t under protest. 
G eneral M anager ToWne, of the C entral P a ­ 
cific R ailroad C om pany and leased line?, has 
filed w ith the Commission the following pro­ 
test : 
To the Honorable, the Board of R ailroad 
Commissioners of the State of C alifornia— 
G e k tlím k k : 
On behalf oí th3 C entral P a ­ 
cific R ailroad C om pany I ha7> the hoDor to 
acknowledge the receipt oí a copy of the 
order adopted by your honorable bo y on 
the 26th day of Jnne, ultim o, prescribing the 
rates of pi?:?oger f irts on the o y ste r ot raii- 
ro '.ds owned a> d leased b y it. 
The 
-rder e tablishea a m axim um of six 
c en .ap e r m ili on tha de ert and m ountain 
portions t f the system , and f tn r < euh per 
mile in the valley districts, and adopts ail 
lower ra t e now clan ged by us. 
T his official ord> • works m any radical 
changes in the rates of paBsenger tran sp o rta­

QKOTJSDH OF PROTEST. 
F irst—T he S tata of California, neither 
through its L egislature nor through yon, its 
Board of R ailroad Commissioners, has ju ris­ 
diction to regulate fares and freights upon 
either the 1 entra! or the Southern Pacific 
R ailroad.

JURISDICTION RESERVED BY CONGRESS. 
T hus it appta.-s th a t Congress has reserved 
to itself full and com pleto jurisdiction over 
th.- reg alatijp of fa-ca and freights. upon 
both the roads in question, aud has already, 
in a in asure, ixe .1- Jsu ch jurisdiction. 
To 
this jurisdiction, od the p art of the N ational 
G overnm ent, the S tate of California, by 
r 1-init acts of its legislative body, hss fully 
a .seated, if such ase.ut was necessaiy, which 
we deny. 
Said Acts were dictated by a wiee policy t n 
the pari, of Congress. 
Toe purpose ot Con­ 
gress in the passage of sai 1 A cts was to pro­ 
m ote the seitiem -ut and developm ent of the 
country, and to etim ulate aud encourage the 
construct! n of lines of coutm unicaiion be­ 
tw een all parts of tn e N ational domain. 
T he action proposed by yon, and ap.uicat 
which wo proles’, i? a t variance wi U this 
broader policy of tbe N a ti.u a l G o v ern m en t; 
indeed, it will p r ivo, if enforced, tee reversal 
of the pohcv, by arresting the construction of 
transportation lines, and thereby retarding 
th e developm ent of (he national resources, 
and delaying tbe progress of civiliz ition. 
Second—T he rates proposed to bo estab­ 
lished by this order will supplant and nullify 
schedules for passenger transportation, in all 
re-p?cts ju st and reasonable to tbe public and 
equitable to our roads. 
T hird—T be order ia an unlaw ful interfer­ 
ence w ith th a t liberty of action which all en­ 
lightened Governm ents aro bound to accord to 
th eir citizens. 
F o u rth —The rates established by us, and 
which the enforcem ent of the order will 
m odify and supplant, do not constitute un 
abuse calling for rem edy t y the inter position 
t f tha legislative, executive or judicial fu n c­ 
tions, alleged by eotne psrscn-, but denied 
b y others, to be vested in ycur honorable 
body. 
F ifth —The rafes established by us and pro­ 
posed to bo abolished by your order, were 
produced by the natural, reciprocal relation 
of the lc-wer wi lt the high rates subsisting 
and ia fares u p >u the various p.-rtioes of our 
rail;pad syotcra. 
S ix th —I t is undeniable th a t th o standard 
from which the redactions of m axim um rates 
••vera made by you was th a t adopted by us. 
B u t in u tter disregard of the reasons icfluenc- 
ing tho establishm ent of m axim um rates and 
tha relation of m inim um rates thereto, you 
have reduced the m axim um w ithout per­ 
m itting an increase oi the m inim um rates 
w ith which such m axim um rates were corre­ 
lated when the scale of rates was established 
by us. 
TELE SWEEPING SCHEDULE. 
Seventh—W e further protest, on the gen­ 
eral c round?, th a t th tre is no well founded 
justification for reductions, which, in the lan­ 
guage of ouB of the m em bers of your honor­ 
able body, “ are probably the m ost sweeping 
ever m ade by one schedule in any State, ’ and 
because the order ia largely due to uninform ed 
aud unreasoning clam or ou the p art of per- 
sonsjibsolutely ignorant of the equitable prin­ 
ciples upon which transportation services 
should be rendered 
E ig h th —W e further p ro tts‘, because, dur­ 
ing th s investigation* and proceedings which 
have culm inated iu the order in question, u n ­ 
due weight has been given to the ofi-repeated 
m isrepresentation th a t the roads singled nut 
for regulation were constructed at the public 
expense, while, in fact, every one at ail fam il­ 
iar with the legislative history of the country 
su 1 knows th a t they were constructed under 
* n racts made between their builders and the 
U n ited States, a t the earnest solicitation, and 
w ith the eager and unqualified appiobation of 
the S tate of California, 
N inth— W e farth er protest, because your 
trib u n al—judicial, legislative and executive 
in its character—uniting, therefore, those 
powers which m odern 
statesm anship has 
wisely assigned to separate departm ents of 
governm ent, in respect to all citizens, except 
such as aro eng tgsd ia the business of trans­ 
portation—has been m ade the forum ot un­ 
challenged and unrebuked falsifications and 
disgraceful attem pts a t coercion, 
OBSERVERS OP THE AGITATION. 
Of the “ ag itatio n " which has preceded 
the definite action of your Commission, we 
have been careful observers. 
W e have noted 
the varied and ingenious agencies which have 
been active in influencing the conclusions to 
be reached by ycu r honorable Board. County 
com m ittees have assum ed to dictate to you 
tho exact m anner in which the functions cf 
your office should bo perform ed. 
Pream bles 
and resolution?, prepared and adopted w ith­ 
out regard to law or logic, but always denun­ 
ciatory of “ recreant Commissioners,” hava 
been form ulated by aspiring place-hunters, 
and given prom inence in th e columns of a 
pro •. under the influence or control of selfish 
schemers, whoso only desire has been, or is, 
to prom ote individual aggrandizem ent. 
Public m eetings have been ceiled, which, 
in view of the nutr.bir and character of the 
persons present, were a rebuke to their pro­ 
m oters. 
A n unprincipled and com m unistic 
press exaggerated the im portance of these 
gathering-, and industriously magnified the 
num bers in .attendance. 
These county com m ittees and public m eet­ 
ings have ropressnled to tbe Chief Executive 
of the S tate th a t memhere of your Commis­ 
sion should be im peached, and have dem anded 
of Ilia Excellency th a t he should forthw ith 
convene the Legislature in special session, 
th a t the trial m ight proceed w ithout delay. 
The h alter end the stake, border ruffianism 
and mob violence, have been threatened by 
those whose sworn d u ty it is to adm inister 
and uphold the law. 
M em bers cf the Legis­ 
lature. forgetting th a t they m ight be called to 
sit as im partial judges on such a possible 
trial, have shown an indecent haste to record 
th eir verdict and to pronounce their judgm ent

au d intrinsic question th a t can tax tb e in ­ 
genuity of m an. while experiencing tn esa dis­ 
graceful efforts a t coercion. 
In your very 
Court-room , an d w hile in session, you have 
been called upon to adm inister equity—ac­ 
cording to their notions of equity—by th e 
advocates of mob law, by the violators of law 
and decency.

W e subm it thab it is impo»eibIa for any 
public officerto hold the scales of justice even 
w hen surrouuded hy circum stances, conul- 
tiens »r.:l influences such as these. 
I t h is been our constant atm so to conduc. 
our basiness as to be a t peace w ith the p at­ 
rons of our lines. 
A ny oue brought into 
businecs relations w ith os having a grievance, 


real or fancied, has alw ays bean able to ob­ 
ta in a patient b-j&ring and prom pt redress, if 
redress com ported w ith basiness principles. 
T h at we have been restonably successful in 
establishing pond relations w ith the great 
body of our pstro s is proved by their uon- 
p a rlicip i.io a i t the coercivi tffo-ts which,we 
insist, ha -e influenced te judgm ent and de­ 
te rm in a d -n of y cu r C om m im on. 
The rep- 
re entstive m erchants, m anufacturers, labor­ 
ers, skilled and u ! skilled, as we believe, have 
taken no p art ia the agitation by which de­ 
signing portions have attem pted to make out­ 
laws of a m. j icity of ycur Commission. 


BRANCH LINES TO RICH VALLEYS. 
I t is web known th a t it has been our pur­ 
pose to construct branch lines into s .m e of 
the rich vtiievs of the S ta’e, into w hich as 
yat no railroad has pecetrated, and which are 
theref re com paratively is dated. 
Indeed, in 
Borne c res, cur intentions have been partially 
executed. 
N apa county m eri s an increase of 
railw ay mileage, 1 y which L ik e county, alio, 
would be benefited. 
The tim e and expense 
now required for a trip to Yosem ite can and 
ought to be lessened, bnt this c m be done 
only by railw ay ooustruction. 
The extensive 
valley of th? San Joaquin is inadequately pro­ 
v id ’d w ith railw ay advantages. A n extension 
of the line from Soledad southerly through 
the counties of San Luis Obispo. S anta B ar­ 
bara pud V entura, as so:;n as trunk lines ore 
com pleted, would vastly im prove those sec­ 
tions of tho S tate, and spsedily quadruple 
tha population and taxable property thereof. 
These and other branch lines have had the 
earnest consideration of the builders of the 
C entral and Southern Pacific roads, and for 
some of them lines have been surveyed ; and 
ia respect to others, more advanced prepara­ 
tions have b?en made for their early con­ 
struction. 
All these projects m ust now be abandoned 
or prstponed until those who are invested, by 
the C onstitution, w ith the power to regulate 
cur affairs are allowed by all pereens to exer­ 
cise the functions of their t thee w ithout fear 
of p litical ostrac-hna. 
We are not m u r^ m r have we ever been, 
apprehensive of serious evil from an enlight­ 
ened, unprejudiced and uutram m eled Com­ 
mission. 
A ll of which is respectfully subm itted.

H u n d red s of years ago— perhaps th o u ­ 
sands— w hen th e Indians w ere all one trib e 
and un d er one ( re a . Chief, a d ispute arose 
in th a trib e as to w ho should becom e Chief, 
th e old C hief having died w ith o u t leaving 
a sou to succeed him . 
T here w ere tw o 
principal aspirants for th e C hieftancy, and 
each of th em had a strong follow ing. 
T he 
d isp u te ended in dividing th e trib e and 
in war. 
P revious to th is tim e Bcalping was 
unknow n, as th ere w ere no enem ies to 
scalp, th e land being occupied by only one 
people. 
Peace w as never m ade betw een 
th e tw o factions. 
T h e C hief of one side had a beautiful 
dau g h ter, aud orie of th e leading w arriors 
was a suit ,r for h er hand. 
T he Chief, as 
a condition to consenting to give his daugh­ 
te r to h er w arrior lover, required him to 
kill th e C hief of th e opposing trib e (his 
old tim e riv al for th e C hieftancy), and to 
bring him th a proat of th e act. 
T he w ar­ 
rior accepted th e condition. 
I t w as m any 
long m iles to th e cam p of th e enem y, aHd 
the snow w as deep, bus he im m ediately e8t 
o u t upon his m ission. 
A fter lying in w ait 
n ear th e enem y’s cam p for days and u n d er­ 
going g reat suffering from th e extrem e cold 
w ith o u t having an oppo rtu n ity of carrying 
o u t his p.an, he finally, one ni^Aa;, boldly 
entered tb e cam p, w alked in to T h e great 
C hief’s lodge, slew him , and, c u ttin g off his 
head to tak a back w ith him as proof, s la tt­ 
ed to re tu rn to his ow n people. 
T he n ex t m orning th e m urder w as dis­ 
covered, also th e m u rd erer’s track s in th e 
scow an d drops of blood w hich had fallen 
from th e dead C hieftain’s captured head. 
Tw o h u n d red w arriors sta rte d in p u rsu it 
of th e m u rd erer 
T hey alm ost overtook 
hint, and he could hear them on his track . 
H e w as alm ost tire d out, aud th e dead 
C hief’s head w as grow ing heavy, y e t he 
struggled on w ith ic th ro u g h th e snow and 
cold, determ ined n o t to relinquish th e proof 
w hich w ould win for bitn his bride. 
T he 
pursuers pressed him so a t len g th th a t he 
th rew aw ay every w eight b u t bis trophy. 
T hey finally gained on th e w eary brave so 
fast th a t it seem ed th a t he m ust eith er re ­ 
linquish his prize or be captured, w hich, of 
course, w ould be death . 
W hipping out hia 
ru d e kuife (it was before th e lim e of steel 
knives am ong th e Indians) he hu rried ly 
strip p ed cff th e scalp from tb e dead m an’s 
head aud sped ou. 
T hus lightened of his 
load he m ade his ow n cam p in safety, th e 
scalp w as accepted as sufficient proof th a t 
be had fu’tilled hia m ission, th e old C hief 
no longer w ith h eld his consent, and th e 
bright-eyed d au g h ter of th e forest becam e 
his own. 
T hus originated th e custom of 
acalpicg am ong th e A m erican Ind ian s.

WOOD 
FINISH. 


KNIGHTS 
TEMPLARS 
TO 
ARRIVE. 


T he p aten ted preparations know n as wood 
fillers are prepared iu different colors for 
th e purpose of preparing th e surface of 
wood previous to th e varnishing. T hey fill 
u p th e pores of th e wood, rendering th e 
surface hard and em oeth. 
F or polishing 
m ahogany, w alnut, etc., th e follow ing is 
recom m ended : Dissolve beesw ax by heat 
in sp irits of tu rp en tin e u n til th e m ixture 
becomeB viscid, th en apply by a clean cloth 
and ru b thoroughly w ith a flannel or cloth. 
A com m on m ode of polishing m ahogany is 
by rubbing it first w ith linseed oil, and 
th en holding trim m ings or shavings of th e 
sam e m aterial against tb e w ork in th e lathe. 
Glass paper follow ed by rubbing also gives 
a good luster. 
T here are various m eans of 
toning or d arkening woods for decorative 
effect. 
Logwood, tim e, brow n soft-soap, 
dyed oil, sulphate of iron, n itra te of silver 
exposed to th e su n ’s rays, carbonate of 
soda, bichrom ate and perm anganate of p o t­ 
ash, and o th er alkaline p reparations are 
used for d ark en in g th e wood ; th e last three 
are specially recom m ended- 
T oe solution 
is apolied by dissolving one ounce of the 
alkali" in tw o gills of boiling w ater, diluted 
to th e required tone. 
T he surface is s a tu ­ 
rated w ith a sponge or flannel and im m edi­ 
ately dried w ith soft rags. 
T he carbonate 
is used for d a rk woods. 
Oil tinged w ith 
rose m adder m ay be applied to th e hard 
woods like birch, and a red oil is prepared 
from soaked alk an et root in linseed oil. 
T he grain of yellow pine can be brought 
o u t by tw o oi th ree coats of Ja p an m uch 
d ilu ted w ith tu rp en tin e, and afterw ards 
oiled and rubbed. 
To give m ahogany th e 
appearance of age, lim e-w ater used before 
oiling is a good plan. In stain in g wood the 
best and m ost tran sp aren t effect is obtained 
by repeated lig h t coats of th e sam e. 
F or 
oak stain a strong solution of oxalic acid is 
em p lo y ed ; for m ahogany d iln te nitrous 
acid. 
A prim ary coat or a coat of wood 
fillers is advantangeous. 
F or m ahogany 
stains th e follow ing are given : 2 ounces of 
dragon's blood dissolved in one q u a rt of 
of rectified spirits of wine, w ell shaken ; 
or raw sienna in beer, w ith b u rn t sienna to 
give th e required to n e ; for d ark er stains 
boil half a p- und of m adder and tw o ounces 
of logw ood chips in one gallon of w ater, 
end brush th e aecoction w hile h o t over th e 
wood. 
W hen d ry paint w ith a solution of 
tw o ounces of potash in one q u a rt of w ater. 
A solution < f perm anganate of potash form s 
a rapid and excellent brow n sta in .—[A m a­ 
te u r M echanioe, L ondon. 


E f f e c t o f t h e L ic e n s e L ayv in O h io . 
C ontrary to expectation tb e tax im posed 
upon th e liquor dealers and saloon-keepers 
by th e S oott law w ill n o t succeed in cftsing 
up any of th e so-called dives in th is city. 
W ith very rare exceptions th e sam e n u m ­ 
ber of saloons w ill continue in operation as 
previous to th e Suprem e C o u rt opinion on 
th e co n stitu tio n ality of th e law . 
In a few 
instances, w here m en have ru n tw o sa­ 
loons th a t m ight properly be considered 
dives, th ey have closed up one, b u t these 
have usually been reopened or bought o u t 
by o th er persons w ho consider them eligi­ 
ble locations. 
A ll the sm all saloon-keepers 
m ake a great effort to secure th e necessary 
m oney to continue th eir business, w ith an 
idea th a t th e law m ay soon be repealed. 
T he reason th a t th e dives, w ith o u t excep­ 
tion, continue in operation, is plain enough 
w hen it is explained th a t a m ajo rity are 
m uch m ore profitable th an m any of th e so- 
cslled respectable class of saloons. 
F ac­ 
to ry H ill, Com m ercial street, th e H ay 
M arket, and th a t en tire neighborhood still 
flourish w ith th e ir pristine vigor, aud show 
up precisely th e sam e list of dead-falls. 
T he ta c t th a t nearly every saloon-keeper 
in th e city contienes his business dem on­ 
strates m ore clearly th an w ords conld do 
th a t th e ta x is n o t too burdensom e to 
bear. 
Besides th e large additional am ount 
of m oney in th e treasu ry th e law gives th e 
police a slig h t handle w ith w hich to b etter 
regulate th e low est classes of saloons.—

T here is an absolute gain in plucking every 
full-blow n rose, and do n o t deprive a neigh­ 
bor o r yonrself th e pleasure of a full-blow n 
rose.
